THE NEW CABINET. 

WHAT PRESIDENT ARTHUR’S INTENTIONS 

ARE BELIEVED TO BE—JUDGR FOLGER, 

EX-SENATORS FRELINGHUYSEN, HOWE, 


AND SARGENT, AND GEN. LONGSTREET 
ON THE SLATE. 


WasHIneTon, Oct. 17.—It seems to be 


B® generally accepted fact that President Ar- 
thur has selected several gentlemen for Cabi- 
net offices, and that nominations will be made 
to the Senate within a few days after his re- 
turn from Yorktown. It is believed that the 
President would have preferred not to have 
made any changes in the Cabinet until 
the December session, but the urgent requests 
of Messrs. Windom and MacVeagh to be 
relieved at the earliest practicable day makes 
it necessary for him to select their successors 
before the adjournment of the present session 
pf the Senate. As the President is thus forced 
to make an immediate movement in the direc- 
tion of reorganizing the Cabinet, it is under- 
stood that he intends to make at one time all 
the changes that are contemplated in the heads 
of departments, The President has thus far 
managed to keep his plans from exposure, 
and while many names are freely spoken 
of in connection with Cabinet posi- 
tions, no one can state positively the 


name of a single individual who has been se- 
lected by the President. From conversations 
with those who are known to bear elose rela- 
tions with the President, and to enjoy his con- 
fidence, itis believed that ex-Senators Freling- 
huysen, of New-Jersey, and Howe, of Wiscon- 
sin, and Judge Folger, of New-York, are now 
on the Cabinet slate, and that ex-Senator Sar- 
gent, of California, and Gen. Longstreet, of 
Georgia, are likey to be added to the list. Mr. 
Frelinghuysen is named for the State Depart- 
ment, Mr. Howe for the Department of Jus- | 
tice. Mr. Sargent for the Interior, Judge Fol- 
ger for the Treasury, and Gen. Longstreet for 
the Navy. The same authority retains Mr. 
Lincoln _in the War Department and Mr. 
James temporarily in the Post Office De- 
partment. Judge Folger, it is said, has 
received from the President the tender 
of tbe Treasury Department and _ is 
now holding it under advisement, the under- 
standing being that he will make known his 
decision before Saturday next. Gen. Long- 
street is strongly urg.. as the representative | 
for the South, there being no division among 
prominent Southern Republicans as to his ap- 
pointment. If Gen. Longstreet should not be 
selected, it is likely that ex-Gov. Davis, 
of Texas, will be the Southern representative 
in the Cabinet. Gov. Davis was a Union man | 
luring the war. Earnest efforts are being 
made to have Secretary Hunt retained, but 
these efforts will not succeed. Mr. Lincoln 
is regarded as the only member of the present 
Cabinet selected for retention by President 
Arthur. Mr. James will remain, at the solici- 
tation of the President, until the reforms that 
he began inthe Post Office Department are 
carried out, when he will retire.

GEN, TYNER REQUESTED TO RESIGN. 
THE EIRST ASSISTANT POSTMASTER-GEN- 
ERAL TO kRETIRE—HIis8 
ILECORD. 
WASHINGTON," Oct. 17.—The President 
has requested the resignation of First Assistant 
Postmaster-General James N. Tyner. This 
surprises no one who has been acquainted with 
affairs in the Post Office Department. Since 
the beginning of the Garfield Administration 
lt hes been a cause of surprise that 
Mr. Tyner has not before this got out of his 
pwn accord. He has been only nominally an 
assistant of the Postmaster-General since Mr. 
James took that office, and his position has 
been such that it was a wonder how 
he could consent to retain it. It is 
understood that it had been decided 
before President Garfield was shot that he 
must vacate his office, and it is believed that 
he would have ceased to hold office before the 
middle of July if it had not been 
for the assassination. The First Assist- 
ant has charge of the Post Offices 
and the appointment of Postmasters. 
Gen. Tyner was an intimate friend of Gen. 
Brady. They came from the same State. 
When Brady was struggling in Congress Win- 
ter before last for the additional appropriation 
made necessary by ring management, Gen. 
Tyner labored earnestly for him with the 
members of the House, day after day, 
on the floor of the House. He is 55 years old 
and a native of Indiana. He was Special 
Agent of the Post Office Department from 
161 to 1866, and was a member of the Forty- 
first, Forty-second,and Forty-third Congresses. 
In the last named Congress he was a member 
of the Committee on Appropriations and 
had charge of the Post Office bill. In Febru- 
ary, 1875, he became Second Assistant Post- 
master-General, and remained in that position 
until July 12, 1876, when he was made Post- 
roaster-General. He then secured the appoint- 
ment of Thomas J. Brady, his friend, to the 
office which he had just vacated. Gen. Tyner 
held the office of Postmaster-General until 
March 12, i877. Judge Key then became Post- 
master-General, and Gen. Tyner took the 
place of First Assistant, although for some 
time afterward be was really the head 
of the department. From Feb, 26, 1875, 
until March 12, 1877, he was responsible, either 
as the head of tho contract bureau or the head 
of the department, for the star route manage- 
mentof that period. The readers of THe Times 
have discovered that there were many things 
done in that period which were objection- 
able. Gen. Tyner was, because of his training, 
anexpert in postal business. He must have 
known the real nature of the transactions in 
the Contract Bureau while he was Postmaster- 
General and his friend Brady was his Second 
Assistant, He must have known, having been 
a Special Agent for five years, the methods of 
ring contractors. 
_, ithas been shown that the success of ring 
‘contractors depended to some extent upon the 
Postmasters along their lines, who are re- 
quired to report daily concerning the amount 
and quality of service performed on the 
star routes. Im many cases Postmasters 
have been the agents and tools of contractors, 
and the department Inspectors have made 
many reports in which such cases were de- 
scribed. it has been believed that Postmasters 
in small plaees who did not acknowledge the 
rule of contractors might have some difticulty 
in keeping their offices. The Postmaster at 
the eastern terminus of the notorious Vinita 
aud Las Vegas route, did have the eourage to 
expose the fraudulent character of the service 
on that route. His letters have been pub- 
lished. Not long afterward there was another 
Postmaster there, who made reports of 
auother kind. It may be that the first Post- 
master retired of is own will, but the 
histories published in THE TimMES have shown 
that Postmasters were not willing to work 
singly against the ring. Sometimes they 
united, apparently, for mutual protection. 
There was a feeling that a Postmaster was en- 
dangering his position by opposing the ring. 
The office of First Assistant needed a 
head sufficiently firm to stand between 
these Postmasters on the one hand, and the 
contractors and the contract office on the 
other, and the support of them in henest en- 
deavors to better the service. Itis not plain 
that Gen. Tyner was that sort of a man. In 
fact, when the records are examined as to 
the business done in the Contract Bureau while 
he was Postmaster-General and the responsible 
head, facts appear which are not to his credit. 
He has not been above making a doubtful sort 
of provision for at least one relative. It was 
eee discovered that bis son was on the rolls 
in the Chitago office as Superintendent, ata 
salary of $2,000. It was supposed that he held 
someimportant place. The allowance of his 
salary had been made by Gen. Tyner’s direc- 
tion, Examination showed that bis 
gon was merely Superintendent of 
the watehmen. This place had before 
been filled by one of the watchmen, with a 
salary of less than $1,000, equal to the salaries 
of the other watchmen. The place had peen 
made for his son. atthe First Assistant’s re- 
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quest. Other little matters could be mentioned, 
but the main objection to his continuance 
in the office has been a feeling that because 
of his record in the department he could not 
be regarded as in sympathy with the reforms 
whieh have been made and are to be made, 
and with the prosecution of the ring.

a few days ago, the nomination being 
now before the Senate. Ex-Senator 
McDonald, who was left out of 
the present Congress in consequence of the 
failure of the Democratic plans to carry Indi- 
ana last vear, is now here to wreak vengeance 
on Col. Dudley, whose fearless discharge of 
his duties as United States Marshal the ex- 
Senator believes mainly caused the Democratic 
rout in Indiana. Mr. McDonald is working to 
secure the rejection by the Senate of Col. Dud- 
ley’s nomination as Cemmissioner of Pensions, 
alleging that as United States Marshal Dud- 
ley prostituted his office to political purposes, 
he exceeded bis legal authority in the ap- 
pointment of election Deputy Marshals, and 
that these deputies were nothing but political 
workers, and were appointed for that purpose. 
No charges are. made against Col. Dudley in 
any way affecting his personal integrity. It 
is not likely that Mr. McDonald will succeed in 
his purpose.

NOTES FROM WASHINGTON. 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 17, 1881. 

The national bank notes received for re- 
demption to-day amounted to $200,000. 

The receipts from internal revenue to-day 
were $927,292 30, and from Customs $670,881 78. 

Neither Senator Mahone nor Mr. Strong ap- 
peared in the Police Court this morning when 
the case against Senator Mahone, charged with 
being about to engage in a duel with Gen. 
Karly, was called. The case was continued in- 


definitely. Senator Mahone is not expected to 
return for a week or ten days. 

The Democratic Senators met in caucus this 
forenoon to discuss the Secretaryship question. 
There was a small attendance of Senators— 
barely a quorum. The question of proceeding 
to an election of Secretary was discussed in- 
formally, as was also the expediency of au- 
thorizing Chief Clerk Shober to act tempora- 
rily as Secretary. There was some diversity of 
opinion on both questions, and the caucus, 
without taking action, adjourned. 

There was received at the Treasury Vepart- 
ment to-day, of the 344 per cent. bonds called 
for redemption on Dec. 24, $5,606,000. The 


circular issued by theiSecretary last week lim- 
ited the amount of thése bonds to be accepted 
to-day to $5,000,000, but as the amount offered 
was comparatively little in excess of the limit, 
it was decided to accept all that were offered. 
Accordingly, checks were mailed by Treasurer 
Gilfillan to-night for 36,666,000, which includes 
principal and interest to date of acceptance.

Mr. Scoville, counsel for Guiteau, appeared 
in the District Criminal Court to-day and told 
the presiding Judge that both he and the Dis-

He 
said that he did not see how he could get along 
with depositions alone, and he would like to 
know as soon as possible whether or not the 
court would order an allowance to cover the 
expense of bringing witnesses herein person. 
The Judge said there was a fund under the 
control of the Attorney-General from which 
allowances of this kind had been made, and 
he would address a communication to the At- 
torney-General on this subject. Hecould do 
no more than this at present. 

Thare was a constant throng of callers upon 
President Arthur this morning at his tempo- 
rary quarters on Capitol Hill. At 11 e’clock 
the doors of the house were thrown open, and 
the Governor of Michigan, with his staff, and 
about 150 citizens of that State, were admit- 
ted to pay their respects. President Arthur 
received the visitors in the parlor, being intro- 
duced to and shaking hands with each one 
separately. Senators Ferry and Conger ar- 
ranged for the reception, and the latter intro- 
duced the callers. After the Michigan dele- 
gates had been received from 50 to 100 other 
gentlemen took advantage of the occasion 
and walked through the parlors, shaking hands 
with the President. The reception occupied 
about half an hour. Among others calling 
upon the President were Senator Cameron, of 
Wisconsin; Representatives Page and Valen- 
tine, and Commissioner of Patents Marble.

GATHERING AT YORKTOWN 


ARRIVALS OF MILITARY AND CIV1IO 
GUESTS. 

YORKTOWN IN A FOG-—ENFORCED GOOD 
MORALS OF THE PLACE—THE VISITORS 
WHO CAME YESTERDAY—LOOKING OVER 
THE OLD BATTLE-GROUND. 

Yor«town, Oct. 17.—History, when en- 
gaged in her laudable occupation of repeating 
herself, is not always particular as to the day 
of the month. This morning we had a fog 
such as the allies experienced, to their cost, 
within a very few days of this date. The river 
is peopled with ghostly sloops of war, from 
which issue now and then sounds by 
no means ghostly. The band on_ the 
Trenton plays the ** Star-spangled 
Banner,” and an ambitious  cornet- 
player on the Tennessee executes a fantastic 
solo from an uncertain point of the foggy 
compass. The civility, orderliness, and gen- 
eral courtesy observable everywhere in York- 
town is more noticeable than ever. It must 
be attributed to the calming influence of the 
fog and that silent despair with which the 
bar-keeper regards his undiminished bottles 
and the gambler his empty pockets. A more 
moral community, outwardly, than this could 
not be found. Such are the chastening 
effects of poverty. If the revivalists only 
knew it, now isthe moment to strike, The 
pure need of excitement would tumble mary 
a& reprobate in the fold whom a week of en- 
forced goodness has made as mild as a lamb. 
There is a noted New-York ex-pugilist in 
Yorktown, who spent his first few days in vain 
profanity because the swine refused his husks. 
He is now ripe for gathering to the saints. A 
seriousness and sweet dignity, as of an elder or 
an undertaker, pervades his bar, and no un- 
gentle word now disturbs the Sabbath stillness 
of his faro-room. 

But this state of affairs cannot last forever. 
Among the knowing upper circles of New- 
Yorktown it was asserted that the advent of 
the Baltimore regiment would change matters, 
Viewed from a commercial and somewhat 
liquid point they are wild fellows, addicted to 
bars and card-tables; when they came things 
would be {lively. Alas! the Baltimore boys 


have come, and milder-mannered, more re- 
spectable youths are not to be seen. Now it is 
the Pennsylvanians. They are to pipage 
into orgies and cause New-Yorktown 
to flow with greenbacks and _ trade 
dollars. Weshall see how Quaker boys be- 
have themselves when far from home. It is 
dawning on a great many people in booths and 
shanties that Yorktown is a grand mistake. 
They are ready, like Cornwallis, to surrender 
on any terms, and long, like some of our early 
Generals, to get off the sacred soil at the ear- 
liest opportunity, even at the sacrifice of 
honor. It is certain, however, that most of 
the elements are here for an outbreak of crim- 
inality. Pickpockets have already begun to 
ply their little games, and probably when the 
ceremonies begin thieves will find their chances 
to enter the houses and tents. The Governor 
of New-Jersey, it is rumored, has been asked 
for a force of 400 constables, in view of the 
inability or indifference of the Jocal and Vir- 
ginia authorities to keep the possible unruly 
elements in check, 

Speaking of the Baltimore regiment, there 
was a parade this afternoon of all the Mary- 
land troops before Gen. Herbert. They wear 
a modification of the uniform of the Fifth, 
which is mueh like that of the New-York Sev- 
enth, but some of the organizations from the 
counties have the inevitable Prussian spiked 
pot and dark coat. Almost the entire bat- 
talion wore cross-beits. The battalion formed 
on its own parade ground, and marched 
through the Virginia camp to the main field, 
from which the United States Artiliery could 
be seen at drill. At the first attempt to move 
up the ground in battalion front, the line—an 
immensely iong one—was very bad, but this 
was much improved upon after a few min- 
utes’ practice. The impression made by these 
troops was excellent. They and the New- 
Jersey regiments are now rivals for tie term 
of crack corps, but it would be too much to 
say that either equals the Seventh in precision 
and military fastidiousness of appearance, 
whether as individuals or moving bodies of 
men. The Vermont companies have arrived 
at camp, about 100 strong, under the command 
of Major lenney. A separate company from 
Whitehall, N. Y., has brigaded itself with the 
Vermonters because it could not get recogni- 
tion or a subsidy from its own State Legisla- 
ture. This company occupies the nine tents 
which were mysteriously, pitched across the 
tront of the camp of the Thirteenth, thus ex- 
citing great indignation in the minds of all 
representatives of that regiment and the Gov- 
ernor’s suite. They show about 50 men, under 
Capt. Bascom, and really belong to the 
Third Division of the New-York State 
Guard. The two Vermont companies 
are known as the Estey and the Ransom 
Guards. According to the secretary of Major 
Corbin, that gentleman is an injured officer, 
whose peccadilloes in the way of promised 
camps are readily explained by the failure on 
the part of the commission to provide the 
money assured. He intorms me that the cost 
of pitching the camps of the Militia will be 
borne by thecommission. Veterans from the 
home at Hampton appeared here about noon, 
led by the Hampton Guard, asmall body in 
handsome uniforms with red trimmings and 
wearing the Prussian helmet. The Richmond 
Howitzers are also here, 

Gov. Cornell’s family and suite have reached 
camp. Gen. Hancock has gone to Norfolk to 
meet Gov. Holliday, of Virginia, and will re- 
turn with him to-night or to-morrow morn- 
ing. A detail from the corps of military 
Cadets, who are the Governor's body-guard, 
by the way, went with Gen. ancock,. 
Another steam-yacht, the Yosemite, of the 
New-York squadron, is here, witha party of 
ladies and gentlemen on board. The regatta 
promised for Saturday might still be arranged, 
if there were any persons of influence to im- 
portune the naval officers and yachtsmen to 
that end. If the men-of-war are superannuated 
and for the most part small, they have 
a number of fast gigs among them, one 
or two steam launches, and at least one large 
boat, rigged witha very large mainsail, top- 
sailand jib, Arace between the fast native 
dugouts, carrying two sprits anda jib, would 
beamusing. The Wanderer might sail past 
with the iva, and the Corsair match the Yo- 
semite, but such affairs require so much 
wheedling and bullying on the part of the or- 
ganizer that there is small chance of their 
being carried out. The Constellation, Tala- 
poosa, and other steam and sailing ships of war 
were expected to-day, and also the French 
frigates trom Hampton Roads. Two revenue 
cutters have joined the fleet. 

To-day is the last of the eivilian ceremonies, 
and we were to have a speech from Secretary 
Windom. It is the anniversary of that great 
day when a drummer appeared on the parapet 
of the part of the fortifications to be occupied 
by the monument, and beat what was known 
asaparley. Flags of truce went in and out 
of the lines, and the pandemonium of shot 
and shell ceased. With our present ranges 
for heavy artillery, the Yorktown siege ap- 
pears like war in miniature. Our infantry 
rifles seem to carry almost as far as the heavy 
cannon of that day. The lines which the wise 
men in that matter show you as those of 
Washington and Cornwallis are very close 
together, but it is really no easy matter to dis- 
tinguish more than the main hill where 
Cornwallis lay, for at least twice within 20 
years, aud probably twice before that 
in this century, more or _  less_ has 
been done in the way of restoring, amplifying, 
and altering the earth works. The soil is ver 
adaptable to hasty works, but is equally quick 
to conceal the traces of war. Only the un- 
usual decay of Yorktown as a port and even 
as an agricultural centro has prevented a com- 
plete destruction of the lines. There has been 
no building of houses or laying of roads, Only 
outlying fields have been cultivated. 

The health of persons on the plateau seems 
to be good this year, although ‘he colonial 
troops suffered exceedingly from fevers. The 
only complaints of sickness to-day come from 
those who have slept below the bluffs near the 
river. Probably in the lower bottoms, inland, 
where the besierers were ercamved., there is 


plenty of fever, and they may have brought a 
great deal with them from the old fever grounds 
to the westward. The New-Jersev troops had 
a parade yesterday, in spite of their fatigue in 
the morning, and of the 50 or 60 more or less 
overcome by the heat only one is to-day ina 
serious position. 

There is a perfect rage for the Prussian 
pickelhauben among the Militia, in which an 
evil example has been set by the regulars. A 
more ungainly head-gear never was invented. 
It seems to make every one lvok squat, and 
the spike is without meaning. Men are like 
sheep. If Prussia had not beaten France 
there would not have been a pickelhauben 
in camp to-day. The rarest bird to catch 
hereabout is a Frenchman. Messrs. Coudert 
and Charlier seem to have failed to connect. 
They and their speeehes are yet to be heard 
from. Dr. Hall, who is by this time a French- 
man for the time being, although advertised 
to conduct the afternoon services yesterday, 
on a Protestant basis, took himself off to Eu- 
rope, leaving the Roman Catholics in undis- 

uted possession of the field. Even the Catho- 
ic Bishops were not all there, but a diligent 
search through the suburbs of Yorktown has 
been rewarded by the find of a small party 
of French people, of very modest pretensions 
as to rank.

THE NEW POLICY OF THE GOVERNMENT

FERRED TO LIVERPOOL. 

Dusuin, Oct. 17.—The Corporation to- 
day adjourned to seek an interview with Mr. 


Forster, the Chief Secretary, in accordance. 


with a resolution, to endeavor to obtain “ as- 
surance that the ostentatious displav of Police 
force which took place on Saturday and Sun- 
day, with such lamentable consequences, shall 
not be repeated.” Mr. Forster, replying to 
the ‘corporation deputation, stated that the 
Police, in clearing Sackville-street, acted upon 
instructions to prevent the mob from taking 
possession of the street. If the mob had been 
allowed to take possession the consequence 
would have been far more lamentable. He re- 
gretted that any one had been hurt, but said 
that should a like occasion arise he would 
certainly make use of the same force 
Mr. Forster concluded by saying that it was 
the duty of law-abiding people to keep out of 
the way, and thus avoid being implicated in 
disturbances, 

Mr. Abraham, Treasurer of the Limerick 
Land League, has been arrested on a warrant 
charging him with being reasonably suspected 
of treasonable practices. Mr. Lynam, organ- 
izer of the Kings and Queens Counties and of 
the Westmeath Leagues; Mr. White, Secre- 
tary of the Clara League, and Henry Egan, 
Secretary of the Tullamore League, have also 
been arrested and lodged’in Naas Jail.

Rioting was renewed here to-night. The 
Police were cornpelled to retreat over Carlisle 
bridge under a shower of stones. It is prob- 
able that troops will be called out. 
A mob of 1,500 chased a number of con- 
stables down Abbey-street toward the 
Store-street Barracks, The constables 
reached the barracks amid a shower of 
stones. The mob then returned to 
Sackville-street, and, crossing the O’Connell 
bridge, met another body of Police near 
Trinity College. They hunted the Police 
down Dame-street. Several streets open for 
repairs gave the crowd an ampie supply of 
stones. The mob attacked the /rish Times oitice, 
breaking the windows, and afterward pro- 
ceeded along the sonthern quays and smashed 
the windows of every house where lights were 
seen. They wreaked similar vengeance on the 
Motil office and the Friendly Brothers’ Club. 
The Police were then drawn across Sackville- 
street. The crowd fled at their advance and 
dispersed at midnight. 

At Charleville, County Cork, the Police were 
stoned, ‘The riot act was read and the mili- 


tary were called out and cleared the streets.

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THE GRHAT STORM IN EUROPE. 

ITS RAVAGES ON THE BRITISH COAST AND 
IN GERMANY—GREAT LOSS OF LIFE AND 
PROPERTY. 

Lonpon, Oct. 17.—The gale of last Friday 
extended to Paris, Havre, Dieppe, and Calais, 
and to Germany. News has reached Berwiek 
that several boats, which it was feared had 
been lost during the late hurricane, took refuge 
at May Island, in the Frith of Forth. i 

Great damage and loss of life throughout 
North Germany resulted from the late gale. 
The River Elbe rose 12 feet above its normal 


level, and is cevered with wreckage. Several 
vessels were stranded at Altona. The loss of 


petroleum is enormous. Five German vessels 
were wrecked at Bremen, and some members 
of their crews were drowned. 

The British bark Fanny McCarvil, Capt. 
Croal, (before reported at Hull from Pensa- 
cola, is ashore at Lerwick, Shetland Islands, 
and a total wreck. Thecrew were saved, 
The British brig Mary A. Kersten, Capt. Mc- 
Lean, from St. John, New-Brunswick, Sept. 
20, for Dundalk, is ashore on Dunkirk bar, dis- 
masted. The Nationai Line steamer Hel- 
vetia, Capt. Rogers, for New-York, before re- 
ported as having put back to Liverpool in con- 
sequenee of the hurricane, had a part of her 
forecastle and windlass smashed and five of the 
crew severely injured. : 
= One hundred and thirty British and foreign 
vessels were wrecked last week, being an in- 
crease of 104 over the previous week. The ap- 
proximate value ofthe property lost is £8,000,- 
000, of which the sum of £6,000,0U0 represents 
the British losses. Eighty-five vessels, princi- 
pally British, were fost off the eoast 
of the United Kingdom during the re- 
eent gale, against only 20 wrecks in 
the early part of the week in all 
parts of the world. One bundred and thirty- 
eight were reported lost or missing. Accounts 
received subsequently to the compilation of 
thess statistics state that down to last evening 
59 fishermen belonging to Burnmouth and 
Eyemouth are known to have been drowned, 
and that i140 others belonging to both places 
are missing. 

Lonpon, Oct. 18.—The British bark Snow- 
donia, Capt. Roberts, has foundered off North 
Sunderland. It is supposed that the crew have

Lonpon, Oct. 17.—A correspondent at Tunis 
says: ‘‘ As well as an advance upon Kairwan, 
it will be the endeavor of the French to sur- 
round the insurgents in Northern Tunis by a 
combined movement under Gen. St. Jean 
from Testour, Beja, and  Kef.

' gentlemen having been chosen unanimously, Gem 


Barnes was introduced and made a brief address, 
He said in substance, ‘We are assembled to-night 
by an impulse that seems to be almost spontaneous 
Avery large number of people desire to call to the 
chief magistracy of our city one who will adors 
the office and one who is inspired by good princt 
ples and pure motives. We are not disposed t¢ 
ignore the great political parties, but we want t¢ 
point out to the leaders of the organizations the 


wishes of the _ people in this matter, 
and, if possible, we desire to influence 
the action of one of the great parties. The 
next Mayor will be clothed by the new 
city charter with extraordinary powers. It is well 
that it is to be so, for now the people of Brooklyn 
will know where to place the responsibilities for 
the administration. During the past era of 
divided responsibility our local officers have stood 
around and pointed at one another whenever 
any question of responsibility came up. Insucha 
crisis asthe present, publio attention is concen- 
trated on a citizen who has lived many yeara 
among us. He has never sought aggrandizement, 
but has taken an active and honorable interest in 
public affairs. A Spartan in honesty and possessing 
principles of the most incorruptible nature, he will 
be true to every trust and he isthe man forthe 
hour.”’ Gen. Barnes, iniclosing, expressed the hope 
that the administration of public affairs in Brook- 
lyn might become honest, pure, and above suspi- 
cion. His remarks were loudly applauded. 

The Secretary read the ‘following resolutions, 
which were warmly applauded by the audience. 
The name of the Hon. Ripiey Ropes was received 
with tumultuous applause: 


Whereas, The Mayor to be elected by the citizens of 
Brooklyn on the 8th of Noveinber next will have the 
absolute power of appointing all heads of depart- 
ments, except the Controller and the Auditor, aiso all

Wiereas, With this power, untrammeled by the 
necessity of seeking confirmation at the hands of the 
soard of Aldermen, the Mayor can give practical 
shape to the whole administration of City affairs;

Resolved, That the welfare of the tax-payers, the de- 
velopment of our manufacturing and business inter- 
ests, and the prosperity of the whole community, the 
poor and the rich alike, demand at this crisis the elec- 
tion, as Mayor of Brooklyn, of a man who shall take 
his seat tree from obligations to political leaders, in 
order that, as Mayor, he may be free to administer bis 
great trust in the interest of the people; and 

Resolved, That this meeting sees in the Hon. Ripiey 
Ropes the manin our community best qualified in 
this emergency for the Mayor’s office; a man at once 
acquainted with city affairs and in all local matters 
free from the trammels of party machinery; a man of 
sound common sense, of good business judgment, of 
spotless integrity, and of unflincping courage, and 
we, therefore, commend to our fellow-citizens with- 
out distinetion of party the Hon. Ripley Kopes as the 
eltizens’ choice for candidate for tbe office of Mayor. 

After the adoption of the resolutions Gen. Barnes 
introduced the Rev. Henry Ward Beecher, who 
as he stepped forward to speak was greeted with 
an unusually enthusiastic burst of applause, which 
continued several moments. When the demonstra- 
tion had subsided Mr. Beecher, referring to his in- 
troduction as “aclergyman,” said, with a smile, that 
he came forward not as a clergyman, but as a citi- 
zen, to show the affection he felt for all that per- 
tained to the welfare and success of the city, and 
to exemplify his belief that it was the duty of citi- 
zens to meet together as counselors to se- 
good government. I trust, said he, 
that the presence of ladies here is but a 
harbinger of that time when mothers will attend 
such assemblies as this to hear what the speakers 
have to gay to their voting sons. The assemblage 
ot the evening, he considered, was not so much an 
illustration of party fervor asthe expression of a 
personal interest on the part of citizens, irrespec- 
tive of party, in the welfare and prosperity of their 
city. Itshows, he continued, that the people are 
united in the demand, ** Give us the best, the very 
best, man for the position.” True Republicans 
and trae Democrats seem to be united, and 
it is a wholesome thing for parties sometimes 
to coalesce, and have what, if | understood the 
game of ecards, I should cali a “new deal.” Tomy 
mind this city deserves such service at our bands. 
We have a population larger than that of many 
States in the Union. Brooklyn, as a fair eatimate, 
has probably 600,000 people. And we have not seen 
its best days either. Itisacity not ignoble for 
its moral and intellectual development, for the 
beauty of its public buildings, and for its 
schools and churches. it is further spread 
overa territory peculiarly adapted for the con- 
struction of palatial residences, fine avenues, and 
other ornaments to the Commonwealth, and 1 re- 
gard the day as not far distant when it will rank 
second to none in intelligence, good order, and 
wealth. And if New-York will enter into compe- 
tition with us as to which shall be the best 
governed -and noblest city of the two, } 
think it will be a grand and beneficial rivalry. 
It may occur to many that such movements 
as this revolutionize parties. Parties exist af 
mutual guardians of the people’s interests, and, 
their existence depends on organization, and 
organization necessitates a “‘machine.” Anorgani- 
zation witheut a machine ts like an army witheut 
organization ‘There shouid be a “machine” to 
keep the party in order, and if there is a machine, 
of course there must be mento runit. Butthe ten- 
dencies of all power is. as we know, to lose sight 
of the end of all government and concentrate 
all thoughts upon governing, and the continuance 
{n control of the same men from year to year has 
the same demoralizing effects in its tendencies as 
grow up under an imperial or monarchical system 
of government. It makes men seifish, and over- 
bearing, and despotic. No machine, therefore, 
should exist except in this tempering atmos- 
phere of the people themselves. Two meth- 
ods suggest themselves as likely to be 
successful in attaining this end. Where the 
machine bas set up candidates selected simply 
for personal and partisan reasons, when we 
know managers will dicker and bargain, it is the 
right of the Commonwealth to set aside all cau- 
ecuses and call their own candidates out of their 
own ranks, saying. “‘We want you whether you 
want us or not.”’ I believe, in short, in the doctrine 
of election in asense John Calvin never dreamed 
of. When it becomes known that if the politicians 
do not nominate candidates who shall be selected 
for their fitness, ana not for selfish and partisan 
purposes, the people themselves will make the 
nominations. I believe that that knowledge will 
have such a restraiving effect upon the politicians 
that I do not despair of seeing within the bounds of 
the millennium a pure administration of public busi- 
ness. What is there in the 20 men who 
now govern us that renders them better 
able than ourse!ves to govern us? It is our right. 
We have never civenitup. It is our right to rise, 
as a bedy of citizens, and say to the politicians, 
“appoint the men we want or we wiil break your 
machine.”” And when the politicians protest that 
we revolutionize and destroy the party in doing so 
we will reply, conduct yourselves as you ought and 
we won't destroy you. The duty of a citizen does 
not end with the casting of his vote. Ihave heard 
it said that I held that the discharge of the duty of a 
citizen was next to godliness. Why, I believe it te 
be apart of godliness, and when we pray * Our 
Father who art in heaven,’ I think we should 
pray also “Our Father and onr Fatherland” A 
citizen’s duty to that Fatherland is part of his 
duty to his God. When the need comes fut 
such action, as it has now, there onght 
to be tumultuous uprisings of ‘the people 
to dictate to the machine what they want and 
who they want. I would, in short, have 
publile matters so conducted that the people shall 

iscipline all party movements which are operated 
by the machine, and have the public sentiment so 
omnipotent as to control the excesses of that ma- 
chine and direct the manner in which it shai 
work. The politicians may be the engineers, if y' 
will, but you nfust make them feei that you are 
the Captain. By this course we may reac 
the ideal of true democratic! government. I 
will be, in truth, the government of the peeple; 
for the people, and by the people. This new system 
of government which is to be begun after the com. 
ing election 1s one which ought to be tried. I be« 
lieve in concentrated responsibility for the sake of 
accountability. Let us select the man we want, 
give him the instruments he needs in his work. and 
neld him responsible for what he does. ete 
¥ as much as a man's life is wo)

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DIGGING PHOSPHATE ROCK

SCHNES AT THE GREAT SOUTH 
CAROLINA MINES. 

A REVIVING AND PROFITABLE INDUSTRY— 
MINING AND MINERS IN THE LOW LANDS 
—DIVING AND DIGGING IN THE CREEKS 
—STEAM DREDGES LN DEEPER WATER— 
THE NEGRO WORKERS. 

CHARLESTON, 8. C., Oct, 14.—Among the re- 
viving industries of the Southern States the phos- 
phate mines of South Carolina present very inter 
esting features, both to the scientific and commer- 
clal world. These fphosphate mines are found 
either in her tidal rivers or in the marshes border- 
ing them. Indeed, “the leads” are reallye old 
water-cOurses and swamps, whose soil {s rich in or- 
ganio matter and phosphate rock. The whole of 
this phosphate region is very low; an elevation of 
20 feet is rare, while the prevailing level is not 
more ghan 10 feat above high-water mark. The 
phosphate rocks are composed, according to 
Prof. Francis §S. Holmes, of eocene marl, 
torn of. by the action of the waves from 
the great mass of this formation, and swept 
inland over the sand-bars, (which, as well as 
the great marl-beds, were at one time covered 
with water,) to be deposited in the saline marshes 
and salt-water crecks and lakes that now form the 
phosphatic region of South Carolina. This theory 
is sustained by the fact that the teeth and bones of 
the shark, whale, seal, porpoise, &c., are found im- 
bedded, and not merely intermingled, as thse teeth 
and bones of land animals are, in the phosphate 
rock. There is no doubt whatever that there has 
been great and comparatively rapid changes in 
the coast line of this region. During its 
gradual elevation the salt-water bays and 
lakes became lagoons, frequented by many 
land animals, whose f#ces and remains 
were added to those brought into the same recep- 
tacles from the sea. In time these elements con- 
verted the carbonate of lime constituting the marl 
masses into the highly phosphatized nodular rock 
now mined. I did not see any land mines of more 
than 6 fect in depth; the river mines have some- 
times a depth of 20 feet of water above them, the 
phosphate rock at the bottom having a shallow 
covering of mud orsand overit. The land mines 
exhibit very slight differences in level, though beds 
are fonnd underlying hundreds of contiguous 
acres. The yield of clean, dry rock varies from 
300 to 1.200 tons an acre, the average yield of the 
land beds now worked being from 700 to 800 tons 
an acre. 

Yheo most noticeable feature of the Carolina 
phosphate is its nodular shape. Even when found 
in apparently smoota and compact floors, it is, 
nevertheless, composed of nodules of egg-like, or 
kianey, form. The exterior of these nodules is 
rough and even honeycombed by irregular cavities 
as a generality. though they are also found of 
smooth and compact siapes. The nodules vary 
greatly in size; scme are less than an inch, some 
are several feet, in diameter. Their weight is, of 
course, as variable; it is anything from a ton 
downward. Inthe mass, the rock has frequentiy 
ashining or enameled appearance, its color being 
a grayish-white In the land mines and ayrayor 
bluish-blaeck in the river mines, and it is so porous 
that it ean absorb from 5 to 15 percent. of water 
when hot-air dried. When the phosphate nodules are 
freshly dug they cmit, under friction, a very un- 
pleasant fetid odor, which is doubtless due to the 
organic matter which they contain, and before the 
discovery of their great value the negroes called 
them “stinking stones.’’ But these stones are easily 
broken, and, indeed, are ground toa powder so 
fine that it floats upon the air. The fand mines H 
cover many hundred acres of ground; they are | 
worked with picks and shoveis. he whoie tract 
has to be well and deeply trenched, and this is 
always done with reference to its natural drainage. 
Sometimes, however, all ordinary ditching proves 
inadequate, and the steam pump has to be contin- 
ually used. The miners work in the trenches. a |

few .feet apart, throwing the superincumbent 
earth behind them, and the phosphate rock in front. 
Therock when first taken from the earth is thickly 
coated with the sticky clay in which it has been 
imbedded for centuries. Itis then carrried to the } 
works, where it is subjected toa siedge meved by 
machinery, which breaks the nodules apart, and 
regulates their size, with very little pulverization. 
From this sledge they are passed into long wash- 
ers, where a revolving shaft armed with steel 
teeth slowly moves the nodules up the inclined 
bed of the trongh, against copious descending 
streams of water. Ora cyliadrical washer is used, 
to whose sides are attached spiral flanges of iron, 
and through whose axis runs a perforated pipo, 
which distributes a powerful stream of water. 
From the upper end of the ‘‘ washer” the clean 
rock falis upon an iron grating; this separates the 
rock of a proper size from whatis called “ tail- 
ings.”’ The rock is thenspreadin the sun to dry, 
or itis put inthe drying-shed. This 
great iron pipes, perforated, so as to 
of hot air into every part of it. { 
The mining is done by negroes, although lately 
found it beth necessary and 
rofitable to import laborers. These imported

culturists, and take far more naturally to the hos |

ers under all circumstances, but not even among 
the convict gangs of Georgia did I meet with such 
sullen faces. They were not only sullen and silent 
in the trenches, bunt scllen and silent when loafing 
on their own cabin steps with money in their pock- 
ets; and I note this circumstance as quite excen- 
tional, for I nave never before seen Southern negroes 
with nothing to do and a dollar to spend, who 
were not talkative and polite at least, or, more 
likely still, as merry as 2 lot of children on a holl- 
day. The cabins of tho miners consiat of two 
rooms, equally dirty and comiortless. The women 
had nearly aila pipe between their lips, and their 
general squalor and untidiness seemed in keeping 
with their sullen, brutal tempers and ungracious 
silence. This singular departure from the usual 
genial negro character is remarkable, and I know 
not what to attribute jt to, unless the heavy, hot, 
malarial atmosphere is to blame. 

The eonnectirg link between the land and marine 
mining is called ‘“Shand-picking.’? This work is 
done in rivers and creeks where dredges cannot 
conveniently be used. The negroes begin “picking” 
about two hours before low tide—the water being 
then waist deep—and they continue it until within 
two hours of high water. The rock is loosened 
with picks and crowbars and then thrown into flat- 
bottomed boats; and itis quite pussible for three 
or four workmen to fill a boat between the two 
tides. When the rock is too deep for picking, oys- 
ter-tongs are used, and not infrequently diving-is 
necessary. Indeed, negroes will dive into water 
6to 10 feet deep and bring.to the surface in their 
hands masses of rock requiring two men to piace 
them in the fiats. Prof. Shephard, in speaking of 
this hand-picking at the confinence of the North 
and South Winbee Creeks, hasa realistic picture 
of the water teeming with nogroes, naked and 
vociferating, brandishing their tongs and poles, 
and swimming about or diving inthe surrounding 
stream—the low, marshy banks dotted with pal- 
metto clumps. sheltering at least 100 phosphate 
flats and forming the background to a picture 
highly suggestive of some of Stanley’s African ex- 
periences, 

Beyond these grounds, however, nature has still 
deeper and richer storehouses. But here man has 
to call in the aid of steam, and the deep-water 
phosphate mines are worked by dredges. These 
dredges are flat-boats, 60 or 70 feet iong, and draw- 
ing from 214 to 3% feet ot water. They work best 
in about 12 feet of water, but have been success- 
fully used in twice that depth. When at work, the 
dredge is kept in place by four posts called 
‘“‘spuds,’’ These are dropped into the bed of the 
river, aud they secure the boat by means of iron 
shoes, or caps, on their lower end. The dipper 
attached to the bowof the dredge is capable of 
raising 100 tons every day. It is lowered by steam, 
and its edge strikes the bed of the rock with such 
violence that it is driven pretty deeplyintoit. It 
is then drawn through the bed, tearing it up in its 
passage and filling itself as it proceeds. On being 

yrought to the surface it empties itself by means of 

a hinged bottom upon a grating orinto a prelimi- 
nary ‘‘ washer,’ where itis at once subjected toa 
large stream of water, which carries off the greater 
part of the mud, sand, oyster-shells, &c., that 
have been lifted with the nodules. After 
being “ crushed” and again thoroughly ‘* washed” 
they are taken off the dredges by lighters and con- 
veyed to the drying-house. The negroes employed 
on the dredges receive from 75 cents to $2 50a day. 
They area far more pleasant class of workmen 
than those employed in the land mines. Is working 
in adirty, wet trench, then, more demoralizing than 
in the fresh air and salt water? Is a good atmos- 
pheric influence a kind of means of grace? Ob- 
servation leads me to belleve that climate affects 
morality and temperament ina degree we do not 
sufficiently consider. These men on the dredges 
spent their noon rest in song and joke, and atnignt 
it was one of the pleasantest of sights to see them 
returning to their cabins. Their many-oared boats 
were driven along by herculean strength at aspeed 
hardly credible: and yet nearly always the swift, 
light smack of the oars was accompanied by sing- 
ing. The words generally extemporaneous and 
nearly always of a religious character. The follow- 
ing I took down word for word as it was sung. The 
leader in the first boat began:

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demand for the rock in its crude state is greater 
than the supply. Immense quantities in this con- 
dition are iD not only to various parts 
of the United States but to many foreign 
ports, and undoubtedly its fame as a fer- 
tilizer will supersede all others in a very 
short time. Around Charleston are many large 
fertilizing works in whieh the phosphate 
rocks are ground to the finest imaginable powder. 
This powder is afterward mixed with fish-scrap 
and acids, and then put up in bags of 102 pounds 
each. In this form it is ready forthe planter, and 
is again returned to the earth, causing the corn and 
the cotton, as the negroes say, “to lif’ up de glad 
hand to God.”’ It is worth noting that the devel- 
opment of these mines, which promise to be a real 
Southern bonanza, is due entirely to private enter- 
prise and capital, and no one grudges to their ad- 
venturous workers the rich reward they are reaping.

KENKOWSKI'S DEFENSE CLOSED. 





THE PRISONER AND HIS WIFE ON THE WIT- 
NESS STAND—REBUTTAL EVIDENCE BEGUN. 


The defense in the caso of Kenkowski, who 
is on trial in Jersey City for the murderof Mina 
Muller, closed yesterday, and the State opened in 
rebuttal. Kenkowski was on the witness stand 
most of the morning. His wife was one of the few 
other witnesses, To the confusion of the defense 
the Philip Emden whom Kenkowski in his story 
made the scapegoat for many of his transgressions 
was produced by the State to contradict all that 
the prisoner had said about him. Kenkowski tes- 
tified that he had not told the Rey. Mr. Mabon that 


he had secured passage for $70 on the steamer 
L’Amérique. He denied that after reading an ac- 
count of the Guttenburg murder he had said to Re- 
gina Herdtfeldter that he knew something, and 
must go to Chicago; nor did he say to Officer 
Pless that Mina Muller had plenty of money 
and good parents. He admitted that he had been 
at Guttenburg once since the murder. He went 
into the woods, but did not see the body: nor did 
he visit the Morgue to see the body after it had 
been removed from the woods. He also said that 
after his arrival at the Hoboken Police station in 
custody he did not ask whether he would be hanged, 
nor beg permission after his arrest in New-York to 
make a statement. 

Frequently during the examination Kenkowski 
has declared that while on his way home from 
Guttenburg onthenight of the murder he meta 
man fixing a fence from whom he inguired the way 
to the ferry. He asked permission on Friday to be 
allowed to go to the place where he had met this 
man to find him. The court held, however. that 
the legal effect of allowing him to go there would 
be equivalent to an escape, and the request was 
not heeded. Yesterday the man was produced in 
the person of John Demorest. This witness said 
that while he was fixing the fence, between 3 
and 4 o'clock, on May 38, a man came along 
and asked the way to the ferry in German. He did 
not identify Kenkowski as that man, and the force 
of his evidence was broken when, in answer to the 
question as to how he fixed the time of the occur- 
rence, he answered that he was certain that that 
was the day hecause he heard everybody talking 
about the murder at the time. Asa matter of fact, 
the murder was not discovered till 10 days later. 
Demorest admitted that he had been once arrested 
on suspicion of murdering his wife, who was found 
dead in bed. 

‘*Were you ever convicted of any thing?” asked 
the prosecutor, 

“Yes,” was the solemn rejoinder, ‘“‘of suspicion 
of murdering my wife.” 

Then Mrs. Kenkowski was called. Before she 
took the stand Attorney-General Stockton took the 
precaution of having the court make a ruling that 
the State had the right of cross-examination. Ste 
was called to corroborate her husband as to the 
time at which he reached home on the fatal even- 
ing; as to what he ssid when he oarried Mina 
Muller's mattress to the house, and ag to the man- 
ner in which he came into possession of » five-dollar 
gola piece which the State claims was part of 
the money he stole from Mina Muiler after killing 
her. Mrs. Kenkowski said that her husband ate } 
supper, as he had testified, with hisson; thatit was 
early in the evening; that the five-dollar gold piece 
belonged to her, and he had stolen it from the man- 
teipiece in her apartments, and that when the bed 
was taken home by him he said to her: *'Hereisan 
old bed a friond gave me.”’ 

Simon Muiler, the husband of the murdered 
vonan, testified that he had not seen his wife since 
the middle of January. Then the defense closed, 
and Philip Emden was placed on the stand in re- 
buttal. He denied a number of statemeats made 
by Kenkowski to the effect that he i commis- 
sioned the prisoner to find him a housekoseper ora 
wife, and then the court adjourned for the day.

SUPREME COURT. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 17.—The members of tho 
Bar of the Supreme Court of the United States met 
in the court-room this morning to pay respect to 
the memory of the late Mr. Justice Clifford. The 
Hon. David Davis was appointed Chairman and Mr. 
James H. McKenney Soeretary. Davis, o2 tak- 
ing the chair, said: 

GENTLEMEN: The members of the Bar have come 
together to perform the sad duty of oifering proper 
respect to the memory of the late Mr. Justice 
Nathan Clifford. it was my privilege to be assocl- 
ated with him on tbo Bench for 15 years, and {t was 
my pleasure to know him closely during ail that 
time in the relations of an unbroken personal 
friendship. He was a pure jurist, who, as the pro- 
fession know, was patient, scrupulous, faithful to 
every duty, and earnest to be right. Investign- 
tion to him was a labor of love, and industry was 
an recreation, Well equippedin the acience of the 
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law, a clear head and a wise judgment rarely 
failed to carry him to sound conclusions, 
and whatever they might be, the court 


and the Bar accepted them always as the result of 
his honest convictions. Asa citizen his life was an 
example; as a patriot he was eminent for devo- 
tion to free institutions; as a man he was noted for 
the best qualities that challenge respect and admi- 
ration; as a friend he was stanch and self-deny- 
ing. His public services and his private virtues 
willlong be cherished by a grateful public. The 
Chair wiil now hear any suggestions appropriate to 
the occasion. 

A committee to draft resolutions was appointed 
by the chair as follows: P. Phillips, Montgomery | 
Blair, J. H. Asnton, W. D. Davidgs. W. S. Kellogg, | 
R. T. Merrick, Thomas J. Durant, A. J. Riddle, 
Charles Case.

Resolved, That they are duly penetrated by a sense 
of the calamity which they, in common witi the rest 
of the people of the United States, have sustainedin 
the death of the Hon. Nathan Clifford, and that they 
willever cherish his memory,which is endeard to them 
no less by many personal attractions and associations 
than by his eminent ability and wisdom. 

Resolved, That the membersof the Bar and officers 
of the court will wear the usual badge of mourning 
during the term. 

Resolved, That the Attorney-General be desired to 
present these proceedings to the court, with the re- 
quest that they shall be entered on its minutes. 

Resolved, That the same be published inthe jour- 
nals of the city, and that a copy thereof be forwarded 
to the family of the decessed, with the respectful as- 
surance of the sympatby of this meeting. 

Mr. Riddle said: ‘“‘Irise to second the resolu- 
tions. Ihave no purpose to detain the meeting. I 
wish only to express my individual convictions and 
impressions of the moderate tone of these resolu- 
tions, showing the perfect and profound sincerity 
of the committee, whose expressions they are.

FROM CHINA AND JAPAN. 


TELEGRAPH AND RAILWAY CONSTRUCTION— 
LOSS OF LIFE AND PROPERTY BY TY- 
PHOONS, 


Hone Kona, Sept. 14.—The construction of 
the telegraph line from Shanghai to Tientsin is 
going on satisfactorily. The presence of Govern- 
ment officers and the Government statement of 
property checked whatever feelings of hostility the 
natives have felt for such an innovation. The line 
is expected to be open for business by the end of 
the year. 

The China Merchants’ Steam Navigation Com- 
pany has invited subscriptions fora special pur- 
pose, presumed to be the completion of a tramway 
system, which isto carry coal from the Kaiping 
mines. The sam asked, 1,000,000 teals, was raised 
inone day. The Kaiping collieries are the first 
that have been ordered to be worked in 
that region. They are capable of supply- 


ing sufficient coal of a good quality to 
meet the requirements of the parts of China from 
Tientsin to Canton. An imperial edict has been 
published ordering Lien Kun Yah, Viceroy of the 
Tiang Kiang, to proceed to the capital at once. 
Peng Yo Lien, Superintendent of the Yangtse de- 
fenses, will take his place. The change is regarded 
with great satisfaction, as likely to tend to the de- 
velopment of the railway and other projects. 

The news from Peking states that the health of 
the Western Empress has been speedily and mi- 
raculously restored by the skill of a native doctor, 
who has been rewarded with the “red button” 
patent of nobility. 

The disasters to life and property wrought in the 
interior by typhoons have been very great. A vil- 
lage named Shetosha, in the Kow district, was 
completely swept away by the floods and all of the 
inhabitants were drowned. A steam launch was 
sent to the place and 200 bodies were recovered. 
The typhoon passed over Foochow, doing great 
damage to the foreign town and the native ship- 
ping. Tne German bark Caroline Behn was com- 
pletely wrecked, and the British steamer Castello, 
from Shanghai to Yokohama, put back with her 
cargo on fire. 

YOKOHAMA, Sept. 28.—The formation of a 
silk guild by the Japanese created much hostile 
criticism among the foreign buyers, who have held 
a meeting, condemned the action of the associa- 
tion, and passed resolutions to the effect that it is 
not safe to purchase silk from the guild under the 
rules and conditions imposed, which are charac: 
terized as improper and arbitrary. Thirty-three 
European firms have bound themselves not to buy 
until the terms of sale are modified. The guild 
insists that all silk sold shall be inspected and paid 
for on its premises. 

A typhoon occurred on Sept. 13 and 14. Al: 
though little injury happened to either the ship- 
ping or buildings here, much demage was dons in 
the interior, and along the coast hundreds of 
houses were blown down, bridges carried away, 
and many lives lost. The Japanese bark Laihr 
Marn was driven ashore, near Kobe, end wrecked; 
two lives were lost. The British bark Wellington, 
from New-South Wales, went ashore a few miles 
from Yokohama, and went to pieces in a few min- 
utes; ali hands were saved. 

The Goverrment bas issucd a notifeation chang- 
ing the date when the regulations for the control 
of kerosene-oil shall come into force to September, 
1882, an extension of eight months from the date 
previously fixed. The notice is signed by the First 
Minister of State, and reads as follows: ‘‘Kero- 
eene-oi! is classified under two grades, first, an ofl 
thet will not burn at a temperature below 115° 
Fahrenheit, and, second, an oil that burns at a 
tempereture below 115° Fahreaheit.”’ 

The news of the death of President Garfield 
caused a feeling of sincere regret among men of 
all nationalities. Flags were displayed at half- 
mast among tho shipping and throughout the set- 
tlement, and nalf-hour guns were tired by the 
United States steam-ship Monocacy and the French 
corvette Champlain. 

The British China squadron, consisting of 11 ships 
of war, arrived on Sept. 24. The flying squadron, 
with the English Princes on board, will not reach 
here until the end of October.

ONE OF THE TRICKS OF THE CHINAMEN. 
From the San Francisco Cail, Oct, 10. 

For some time the Chinese, whose passion 
for gambling leads them to run all sorts of risks to 
satisfy their ambition to win a few dollars at games 
of chance, have been devising all sorts of schemes 
to beat the law. When brought into court to 
answer to charges of visiting gambling places or 
keeping a place for the sale of lottery tickets, they 


have come to a full understanding of the recent 
decision of the Supreme Court, which declares 
that a person who visits a place where a lottery is 
drawn, or where tickets are sold for the same, can- 
not be convicted of being visitors to a place re- 
sorted to forthe purpose of gambling; and now 
when several Chinamen are arrested by the Police 
and eharged with conducting a lottery or keeping 
a place for the sale of lottery tickets, they choose 
one of their number, and then go into court, where 
they swear that the one selected was the only one 
who had anything to do with the management of 
the — and that the others were merely visitors. 
In the majority of cases the evidence is purely cir- 
cumstantial, and as it is impossible for the officers 
to controvert the testimony of the defendants, ail 
escape punishment except the one selected by his 
codefendants. By doing this they have to pay but 
one fine, and thereby save money.

O'CONNOR IN BOSTON. 

RECEPTION BY THE LAND LEAGUE—SPEECH- 
ES BY O'CONNOR AND WENDELL PHILLIPS, 
Boston, Oct. 17.—The reception to T. P. 
O’Connor, member of Parliament for Galway, 
tendered _ by the Irish National Land League 
of Boston and its vicinity, ia # Music 
Hall, this evening, attracted an immense 
audience. Soon after 8 o’clock Mr. O’Connor ap- 
peared upon the platform, escorted by Mayor 
Prince, and was received with great applause. 
Wendell Phillips entered a moment later and 
was warmly greeted. Dr. Dillon Egan’ and a num- 
ber of prominent gentleman occupied seats upon 


the platform. After tne singing of Irish 
melodie? by a chorus of 200 voices from 
the Catholic choirs of the city, Mayor 


Prince arose amid wild applause, and, after a few 
introductory remarks, said that the audience would 
be addressed by several speakers, including the Hon. 
T. P, O’Connor, and if Mr. O'Connor said anything 
which the powers in England might not like 
to hear he would not be troubled by the 
soldiery. He closed by introducing Mr. O'Con- 
nor, who met with a cordial reception. 
When the applause which greeted him had subsid- 
ed, Mr. O’Connor said he was reminded by 
the surroundings of some statements made 
in another country. One of the chief 
statements was made by the _ Secretary 
for Ireland, who said that the Land League was 
supported by village tyrants and dissolute ruffians. 
“One of the persons to whom he referred is 
on this platform, and I am glad to take my 
place on a platform with that ruffian Wendel! Phil- 
lips.’ The speaker referred to the diminution 
of the population of Ireland, and said the state- 
ment had been made by a London paper that 
it was a diminution of the enemies of England. 
Another mere sagacious paper had re- 
minded it that the people had gone 
elsewhere. He spoke of the natural 
advantages of this country, but said it 
ig not that alone that made it popular. It was 


the liberty which was enjoyed here. ‘“ The 
cause we are fighting in Ireland,” he 
said, “the cause for which Mr. Parnell 


is imprisoned, is the cause of starving children. 
Ths Irish are industrious, the land is fertile, and 
why are the people starving? There ate two rea- 
sons. One is foreign rulers, the other is the rapa- 
city of the landlords.” 

At the close of Mr. O’Connor’s remarks, Mayor 
Prince presented Wendell Phillips, who was en- 
thusiastically received. Mr. Phillips spoke of a sim- 
ilar meeting in Musio Hall to welcome Messrs. 
Parnell and Dillon, ‘*To-night,” he said, “ Parnell 
has an important engagement which prevents his 
attendance, but we welcome those who have come.” 
He continued: “It is men who cannot be 
answered who are put in jail. If Gladstone 
could have answered Parnell he would have done 
so, but he could not, and resorted to force by im- 
prisoning Parnell. He has raised him from the 
leadership of the Irish cause to be the head of 
a great reform. Thera is not a drop of liber- 


al blood in Gladstone’s veins, 5He thinks 
that he is going to subdue Ireland, but 
other men bave tried that job during 


the last 400 years. Gladstone sees oniy 5,000,000 or 
6,000,000 of heartbroken men, women, ard chil- 
dren. He can cover their country with soldiery, 
but he will not reach these 40 States. The ten mil- 
lions of Irish in this country have not forgotten 
thelr native country. Civilization and humanity 
2re on the sido of Ireland. He might as well 
try gto drink the ocean {as attempt to 
kill the living spirit that has struggled 
for 700 years. For 700 years Ireland, depopulated. 
starved, trodden under foot, has denied 
the most obstinate and defied tho most tri- 
umphent kingdom on the face of the 
globe, and she wil! not bo put down.’ Mayor 
Prince then read atelegram irom Mr. James Red- 
path urging the people to stand firm.

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THE INDIGNANT IRISHMEN. 
LARGE MEETINGS EXPRESSING SYMPATHY

WITH PARNELL—GLADSTONE BURNED 
IN EFFIGY. 

CINCINNATI, Oct. 17.—The Hon. Ben. But- 
terworth, in his speech beforo the meeting of Irish- 
men held here to give expression cf feeling in re- 
gard to the arrest of Parnell, took the position that 
Parnell was in the field of debate for the purpose 
of securing better legislation concerning the great 
wrongs suffered by his countrymen, and that his 
arrest would not hurt his cause. The resolutions 
adopted advised coolness and deliberation and 
keeping withia the lines of peaceful unswerving 
resistance. The oable dispatch sent was as fol- 
lows: ** Ten thousand freemen in Cincinnati greet 
imprisoned Parnell. Let the people be cool and 
determined.” 

St. Lovis, Oct. 17.—A very large meeting 
of Irishmen was held ac St. Patrick’s Hell yester- 
day afternoon, at which speeches were made by 
several prominent Irishmen, aud resolutions were 
adopted strongly denouncing the Erglish Govern- 
ment for the arrest of Mr. Parnell. Committees 
were also appointed toarrange for a mass-meeting. 
This committee met last night and frameda call 
fora monster mass-meeting outdoors, to be heid 
on the night of Oct. 19, the anniversary of the 
surrender of Yorktown. The leading and most in- 
fluential Irishmen are engaged in the movement, 
and the meetng will probably be one of the largest 
ever heid here. Tho feeling among the Irishis very 
bitter. 

PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 17.—An efhgy of Mr. 
Gladstone was burned at the stake this evening, at 
Huntingdon-street and Kensington-avenue, in the 
mill seetion of the city, under the auspices of the 
Grattan Branch of tho Ivish Land League. The 
performance was made the occasion for a 
sensational demonstration of Irish patriotism. 
The effigy. which was composed of old clothes 
stuffed with newspapers, held a mock levee In En- 
terprise Hall, where it was inspected by crowds of 
Irishmeu for an hour before it was carried downto 
the street and burned, and the performance at- 
tracted a noisy but not specially disorderly crowd 
of at least 1,009 people. The Police did not inter- 
fere,and after the fire had burned itself out the 
spectators quietly dispersed. 

KineGston, Ontario, Oct. 17.—Ata meeting 
to-day of the local branch of the Irish Land Lesgue 
resolutions were passed condemning the arrest of 
Mr. Parnell, and expressing sympathy with him 
and his colleagues and fidelity to tho cause which 
cost them their liberty.

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THE BRITISH GRAIN TRADE. 

Lonvon, Oct. 17.—The Mark-Lane Express, 
in its review of the grain trade for the past week, 
says: ‘‘The week’s weather has been favorable for 
sowing, which is progressing rapidly. Farmers, on 
account of the difficulty of obtaining sound seed 
wheat, prefer sowing last year’s. Our water-logged 
native wheats sell chiefly for mixing with hard 


foreign, which is thereby enhanced in vaiue. 
In London the sale of native has been 
weakening since Monday. Sales were difficult 
on Friday at a reduction of 2s. Supplies 
have been large and the decline has been general 
For foreign, the demand was inanimate. On Fri- 
day priees declined 1s., and sometimes more. No. 
1 red Winter was held for 58s., which was unob- 
tainable. Australians were firm. Half of the 
week’s supply was American, which declined in 
Liverpool id. to2d. percental. Flour was constantly 
cheaper. Foreign was insmall supply, and rates are 
therefore unchanged. Barley for grinding continues 
depressed, while fine samples reslize high prices. 
It is evident that the level of values of malting 
barleys will have to %e established on a foreign 
basis. Oats were depressed and prices are un- 
changed. Foreign oats were dull; a small business 
was done at unchanged rates. In maize there was 
avery slow trade, and prices close 6d. cheaper 
everywhere. The sales of English wheat duriag 
the week were $1,398 quarters, at 47s.1d.per quarter, 
against 56,471 quarters during the corresponding 


week last year.”

THE BURNED BUILDINGS. 
WORK AT THE RUINS—A RECEIVER NOT YET 
APPOIXTRD! 


There is no fire to speak of remaining in the 
fins of either the Morrell warehouse or the 
Fourth-avenue stables save a little in the mass of 
grain in the store-house ruins on the corner of 
Thirty-third-street and Lexington-avenue. The 
smoke and vapor arising from this is exceedingly 
offensive and the cause of much complaint from 
people living in the vicinity. An equally offensive 
odor is that sent forth from the burned carcases of 
the horses, and though workmen were engaged 


during yesterday in removing from the ruins near- 
by these carcases the car-wheeils_ burned rails, and 
other materials which have a value, no attempt to 
remove the -arcases was made, and they still lie 
there, sending forth offensive and unhealthy ex- 
halations. Nothing was done at the Morrell ware- 
house in the way of excavating yesterday, but it is 
asserted, in a semi-official way, that the work of 
clearing away the rubbish, preparatory to effect- 
Ing an entrance to the safe deposit vaults will be 
begun to-day. A number of insurance men who 
had policies on property in the warehouse, 
or on the building itself, visited the ruins 
during the day and complained. some- 
what because more prompt action in clear- 
Ing away the débris had not been taken. 
To a TIMES reporter several gentlemen who have 

xoods stored in the safe deposit vaults compiained 
Because no attempt has been made to reach that 
vault in which miilions of dollars’ worth of proper- 
ty is stored. A number of safes lie about in the 
ruins, but none of them have been opened, and the 
representatives of the safe manufacturers who 
have Inspected them give no hope to their owners 
that their contents are not destroyed, unless it may 
be in the case of those that have fallen through the 
roof of the wine vault into the basement or cellar. 
Most of the safes exposed to view are the so-called 

arlor safes, built rather for protection against 

urglarsthan against fire, and constructed more 
lightly than the safes designed for business houses, 
50 that the greatest possible amount of storage 
room may be obtained. 

J. H. Goodman, a lawyer at No. 291 Broadway, 
who lost his private library and household goods 
valued at from $7,000 to $8,000, by the fire, has ex- 
tended an invitation to depositors to confer with 
bim and take such action as may be necessary for 
their mutual protection. A numberof the depos- 
itors cailed upon him yp peer e but no course of 
action has as yet been decided upon. Those with 
whom he has talked agree with him, however, that 
pither a Receiver representing their interests, as 
well as one representing Mr. Morrell’s, should be 
appointed, or eise a single Reciever satisfactory to 
both parties in interest ‘should be agreed upon. He 
nonderstood that an application had been made to 
the court by Mr, Morrell for the appointment of 
such an officer, and that the matter was con- 
tinued until to-day, but inquiries at the court 
failed to elicit the information § that 
such application had been made. A gentlemaa 
representing one of the large insurance agencies, 
who was at the ruins yesterday, thought the prop- 
osition to appoint a Receiver an extremely sensible 
one, and hoped that it might be carried out as a 
matter of protection both to depositors and the in- 
surance companies. He suggested that articles of 
any value taken from the ruins should be carefully 
preserved, and, when it is possible, restored to 
thelr owners. Articles that cannot he identified, 
such as masses of molten gold or silver or other 
metais and unclaimed property should then be 
soid and putin acommon pool, to be disposed of 
or Civided, as the depositors may direct. 

There is one almost insurmountable difficulty in 
gttempting to make up a list of depositors, as per- 
sons who were indebted to Mr. Morrell for storage 
will not, now that their property is in e}l probabil- 
ity totaliy destroyed, present their storage re- 
ceipts, as this might necessitate the payment of 
rents, which they hardly care to do under the cir- 
cumstances.

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A TEXAN STHiENK AT LARGE. 
THE BEAST KILLED AFTER AN EXCITING 
BATTLE IN THIRD-AVENUE. 

A few minutes before 3 o’clock yesterday af- 
ternoon a large black Texan steer that had escaped 
from its quarters atsome point on the East River 
came galloping through East Thirty-second-street, 
evidently much frightened by the unusual sur- 
roundings and by the hallooing of acrowd of street 
gamins who followed it. When he reached Third- 
avenue the animal halted a moment, and then 
started down the avenue at a lively gait. 
A few men attempted, principally by shouts 
and waving of hands and hata, to turn the fright- 
ened anima} from the avenue into one of the side 
streets, but these efforts were of no use, and the 


authors, in two instances at least, had narrow es- 
capes from being tossed or gored by the animal. 
Women and children who were in the streets 
rushed excitedly into the nearest stores, and a 
woman in one of the upward-bound Third-avenue 
cars fainted as the enraged steer passed by the 
ear. Several women fainted after reaching places 
of safety, and the greatest excitement pre- 
vailed, for the avenue was thronged with 
both people and teams, and drivers had hard work 
to control their horses. The animal ran down as 
far as Twenty-fourth-street, where Officer Stewart, 
of the Eighteenth Precinct, managed to head him 
off and turn him up the avenue again. The officer 
could not use his revolver, however, as the street 
Was too hep yd thronged, and the steer would 
not remain still long enough to make of himself a 
target. Turning up the avenue the beast ran up 
to Twenty-ninth-street, where it was brought to 
pay by Officers Finnelly and Quigley, of the 
Twentieth Precinct, in front of 8 meat market. 
Ropes were extended trom the building to the pil- 
lars of the elevated railroad, and an officer who 
had secured a place on a wooden awning 
over the sidewalk opened the battle against 
the steer by firing the contents of his re- 
volver at him. Other officers and _ citizens 
also opened fire on the animal. For five minutes 
the firing was kept up and the steer hung to his po- 
sition on the sidewalk, leaving for the street but 
once, and then finding in his way an obstruction in 
the shape of a street car. In trying 

go around the car the animal fell. 
Philip A. Roth, of No. %8 Lewis-street, 
was one of the crowd that surged forward in hopes 
of seeing an officer fire the fatal shot into the ani- 
mal’s earcase. Tho steer suddenly rose and at 
once charged on the crowd, one of his horns catch- 
ing in Roth’s clothing and lifting him from his feet. 
Failing to toss Roth, the animal started again for 


| the sidewalk, carrying the man on his horns, and 


finally getting rid of him by throwing him violently 
under a wagon, where he lay as one dead. The 
steer then took up his old position on the sidewalk 
and firing at him was renewed, blood flow- 
ing freely from 20 builet-wounds as_ the 
frenzied animal jumped about trying to 
dodge the shower of missiles. Finally, John 
F. Corr, of No. 845 West Twenty-third- 
street, came out of the crowd and managed to lodge 
seven bullets in the animal. None of these proved 
fatal. Another revolver was handed him, but it 
could not be exploded, and, just as the steer made 
a rush for him, a fortunate shot by some one in the 
crowd struck and broke one of the steer’s legs and 
brought it tothe ground. Inan instant Corr was 
at its side, and, before the animal could regain its 
feet, had, with his jack-knife, cut ita throat and so 
relieved the bullet-riddied ‘animal of its sufferings 
and the crowd of its unusual and exciting enter- 
tainoment. Whenit was certain that life was ex- 
tinct, Roth, who was bleeding copiously from sev- 
eral severe scalp-wounds, was pulled out from 
under the cart and taken to Bellevue Hospital, 
where his wounds were dressed, aud his friends 
were allowed to remove bim to his home. 
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BR. JACOBSOHN'S GRIEVANCE. 
According to Mr. Adolph Jacobschn, ortho- 
dox Israelites are very severe in their treatment of 
persons of their race who donot scrupulously ob- 


serve the tenets of their creed. Mr. Jacobsohn is 
now suing Mr. Moses Keniger for $2,000 as dam- 
ages, charging that Mr. Keniger has exposed him 
to the resentment of orthodox Jews by accusing 
him cf having failed to fast and pray on Yom Kip- 
pur, and of having gone in that penitential season 
to Connecticut to purchase goods. He favs that 
orthocex members of his faith have sinecs refused 
until he has purged himself of 
his alleged sin. An application for an order of ar- 
rest against Mr. Keniger has been denied by Judge 
MoAdam, in Marine Court, Chambers. Judge Me- 
Adam said: ‘ Religious holy days may be observed 
by all classes according to the dictates of their own 
conscience. Disputes between persons of the same 
faith concerning such observances can be adjusted 
more satisfactorily out of court.”’

( President ARTHUR has given another evi- 

fence of his entire sympathy with the 
progress of reform in the Post Office De- 
partment by requesting the resignation of 
Gen. Tyner. It is not necessary to assume 
that TyNaR was an active _partici- 
pant in the frauds of the star route ring, 
put it will hardly be denied that his 
relations with Brapy and the rest were such 
as to jead him to look with scant favor on 
their prosecution. He certainly permitted 
some of the worst abuses of the Contract 
Bureau of the Postal Department to grow 
up and flourish under his eyes, and 
he worked with suspicious  assiduity 
for the increased appropriation which 
star route plunder had rendered necessary. 
TYNER was acquainted with the minutest 
details of the working of the depart- 
ment, and it would be a question- 
ible compliment to his intelligence to 
acquit him of knowledge of the 
pperations by which the Government was 
systematically cheated. In any case, he de- 
served to forfeit his position, and the Presi- 
dent is entitled to credit for promptly re- 
lieving him from responsibilities for which 
be was evidently unfitted. 





The standing committees of the Senate 
were reconstituted by the Republicans at 
the special session last March. Yesterday 
various changes were made in order to give 
places to Messrs. Miter and Lapnaw, of 
New-York, and ALtpricH, of Rhode Island. 
These gentlemen are given the vacancies 
made by the resignations of- Conkiineé and 
PuatT and the death of Gen. BuRNSIDE. 
But, being new members of the Senate, they 
jake their places at the foot of the list of 
each committee, according to usage. Gen. 
BURNSIDE was Chairman of the Commit- 
tee on Foreign Relations, and Conx- 
PING was next him on _ the list. 
Aupricn and Lapnam go to the foot of 
the committee, and EpMuNDs is now at the 
top of the list, having been third when 
PuRNSIDE and CONKLING were members of 
the committee. ConkLING was Chairman 
of the Committee on Commerce, and was 
second on the Judiciary Committee. Mr. 
MeMritian is now first on the Committee 
on Commerce, Mr. MruuER is at the foot, 
pnd Mr. TELLER takes CoNKLING’s place 
on the Judiciary Committee, being trans- 
ferred from the Committee on Privileges and 
Elections in order to make a place for Min- 
LER, who succeeds him on the last-named 
committee. The other changes are less im- 
portant, but the new Senators are provided 
for with that jealous:regard for ‘‘ the tradi- 
tions of the Senate’’ which has always char- 
acterized that body. 





Some very severe criticism has recently 
geen made in English papers of the manner 
jn which the Bank of France has encour- 
aged speculation. It has been charged by the 
Spectator, of London, that the bank has been 
reckless in its advances, and has danger- 
ously increased its note issues, to which, 
under the French Jaw, there is no limit so 
Jong as they remain at par with metallic 
Jegal-tender money. The first charge is not 
without foundation. A comparison of the 
gtatement of the bank for the 29th of Sep- 
tember with that for May 3 shows that 
jts advances rose from  $229,441,950 
eat the first-named date to $290,937,- 
877 at the latter, an increase of 
$61,495,927, or nearly 27 per cent. But 
jts note circulation in the meantime only 
increased $19,339,184, or about 3} per cent., 
and its metallic reserve Kept even pace with 
this increase, the percentage of gold being 
somewhat more favorable. Its deposits, 
which, apart from the current account of 
the State, are moderate in amount, increased 
during that period from $77,930,093 to $82, - 
(907,826, or about 6 per cent, ‘There is ap- 
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parently no reason for immediate solicitude 
in regard to the condition of the bank, but 
its enormous centralized power—greater by 
far than that of any other single institution 
—does undoubtedly expose it to very serious 
responsibilities, and recent indications of a 
speculative spirit among its managers have 
given rise to some remark. 

At atime when strife rages among politi- 
cal factions the concord which exists be- 
tween Tammany and Irving Hall is as beau- 
tiful as it is exceptional. Of course, there 
are ill-natured people who insist that the 
two halls are really one, and _ that 
the pretense of separate organization 
is kept up to better serve the 
purposes of a set of political ‘‘strikers’’ to 
whom the pickings of an election contest 
constitute the means of livelihood. But 
Tammany and its adjunct maintain, with 
edifying seriousness, the make-believe of con- 
ference, divided nominations, and portioning 
out candidates generally. Joun McKEron 
has had the dubious honor of a nomination 
from both halls, and is likely to be the can- 
didate for District Attorney of the County 
Democracy. The latter organization is even 
said to regard with favor a member of the 
Tammany General Committee as a candidate 
for Judge of the Marine Court, and there 
seems to be a tendency to come to terms 
all round about the nominees for the chief 
offices to be voted for. The triple assess- 
ment to which candidates who secure the 
indorsement of all the factions will be sub- 
jected may probably be regarded as not too 
high a price to pay for what will be consid- 
ered equivalent to election. 


Judging from the general character of the 
candidates who seem to find favor in the 
eyes of one or more of the Democratic fac- 
tions, it will not be difficult for the Republi- 
can nominating conventions to present the 
names of men much better entitled to pub- 
lic support. There is urgent need of some de- 
termined effort to elevate the character of our 
local judiciary, and the ridiculous unfitness 
of most of the candidates talked of in the 
Democratic councils for Marine Court 
Judges and Civil Justices gives the Repub- 
licans a chance to appeal to the intelligent 
public sentiment, without distinction of 
party, which appreciates the need of a 
higher average of ability and character on 
the local Bench. It will be observed that 
the Committee of the Bar Association is in- 
viting conference with party organizations 
about their judicial nominees. The commit- 
tee’s task is, however, confined to the ap- 
proval or disapproval of nominations 
already made or contemplated; thorough- 
ly they may do their work, it 
will merely be an appreciation of 
the relative merits of the class of 
political lawyers from which the conventions 
will take their candidates. Any organiza- 
tion which puts candidates in the field not 
because of their party services, but because 
of their admitted fitness to occupy the 
bench, may calculate on a powerful public 
support. Should the Republicans neglect 
the opportunity which is presented to them, 
it ought to be utilized by some other agency.

The size and character of the assemblage 
which came together at the Brooklyn Rink 
last evening to present the name of RipLiuy 
Ropes as the citizens’ candidate for Mayor 
are encouraging indications of a revived 
interest in municipal affairs in our 
sister city. Brooklyn has received from 
the Legislature the privilege, long de- 
nied to New-York, of having a 
Mayor who will be all but independent in 
his selection of subordinate oflfice-holders. 
That privilege will turn out to be but a hol- 
low one if the necessity of bargnining with 
the Board of Aldermen is replaced by sub- 
serviency to a ‘‘boss’” or a_ clique 
of political ‘wire-pullers. Hence the 
justice of the citizens’ demand that 
the next Mayor ‘‘shall take his 
seat free from obligations to political 
leaders in order that he may be free to ad- 
minister his great trustin the interest of the 
people,’’ and hence the evident fitness of a 
man so independent, able, and resolute as 
RipLtey Ropes to begin the new eraof a 
responsible and business-like administration 
of the affairs of Brooklyn. 


VIRGINIA MHITHODS. 

One of the Readjuster leaders in Virginia 
has thought himself compelled to fight two 
duels in one day, and another has explained 
his refusal to fight one by a public statement 
that the man who insulted him was not en- 
titled tothe honor of a challenge. These 
are curious and striking incidents in the poli- 
tics of that State. They denote a condition 
of public opinion, a standard of personal 
conduct, aud a degree of passion in political 
matters which are simply incomprehensi- 
ble to the average Northern man. There 
is no parallel to them in any of the 
well-settled Northern States, and they recall 
with painful distinctness the death of Brop- 
ERICK in California. That a public man, 
when denounced as a liar and a scoundrel 
by men having some standing in the com- 
munity, should feel it necessary to repel such 
accusation, is natural and logical. It would 
also seem natural, if not logical, that under 
the influence of anger he should take an 
early opportunity to cane or whip his ac- 
cuser, particularly if the offended man 
belonged to the rougher class of _poli- 
ticians. But it would be simply in- 
conceivable that any victim of Mr. 
JoHn KE.LuLy’s vituperation, for instance, 
should challenge that gentleman to a combat 
with pistols, or that Mr. K&rLuLyY himself 
should invite the editor of the World to meet 
him with a shot-gun, seconds, and a sur- 
geon. But in Virginia it is evident that 
Gen. Manone and Capt. RmpLEBERGER 
felt themselves likely to be seriously com- 
promised if they did not either fight the men 
who publicly assailed their characters or 
give some reason why they did not choose 
to fight, other than a conviction that a duel 
would leave the accusation against them 
precisely where it was before the duel— 
neither more nor less true, neither proved 
nor disproved. 

It is easily seen that these public provoca- 
tions of the Readjuster leaders may, and 
probably do, have a political purpose. It is 
more than probable that they are intended 
to force Gen. Manone, or his active lieu- 
tenant, into duels, where one or both may 
be killed, or else to fix a stain upon their 
reputation which will break their influence. 
That is where the analogy with BRoDRRICK’s 


case is plain. No one doubts Gen. Ma- 
HONK’S courage. It has been shown on 
many fields where danger was closer and 
greater than it possibly could be in front of 
Gen. Earty’s pistol. Probably the cour- 
age of Capt. RippLEBERGER is equally 
well established, and if it were not, his 
willingness to go through such entirely safe 
trials of marksmanship as that of last week 
would hardly make it any more evident. 
So was BropErick’s personal courage un- 
questioned, and, yet if he had refused the 
challenge which was sent to him with a 
deliberate homicidal intent he would have 
suffered very greatly in standing and influ- 
ence, as Senator Manone evidently thinks 
he should if he took no notice of JUBAL 
Earty’s billingsgate. The question which 
must occur to all reasonable men is why 
gentlemen, who are known to be brave, 
should be compelled, in order to prove that 
they are not cowards, to risk their lives 
whenever a loose-tongued speaker or write- 
chooses to fling an epithet at them. 


Undoubtedly, in Virginia, the survival of 
this essentially barbarous, ignorant, and stu- 
pid public feeling is a consequence of slav- 
ery. When slavery existed society was dis- 
tinctly divided between two classes—the 
workers and those who worked little or not 
atall. Among the latter wealth was largely 
inherited, and if it was not great, was 
enough to enable its poasessors to gener- 
ally dispense with labor and with the cares 
of money-getting, and to despise every- 
thing connected with them. The ordi- 
nary tests of character which naturally 
grow up in an industrial and commercial 
community, and which consist in a man’s 
daily acts of probity, truthfulness, and hon- 
or, were wanting among the slave-owners. 
Their life was relatively simple, and they 
tended constantly to the preservation of the 
standard of conduct and of mutual inter- 
course which has from time immemorial 
prevailed among men who consider them- 
selves naturally superior to those about 
them. In every aristocratic society, ex- 
cept that of England, where the aristocratic 
element has been greatly modified by the 
steady infusion of common blood, dueling 
has been maintained, and always in inverse 
proportion to the sense, the intellectual 
vigor, and the essential manliness of the 
privileged class. In the South the slave- 
owners were a privileged class of a very pro- 
nounced type, and, by the necessity of their 
peculiar claim to privilege, they were narrow, 
ignorant, and inaccessible to the more en- 
lightened ideas of their time. This was 
particularly true of the less wealthy and 
more numerous of their class, who, being 
less clearly raised above the rest of the com- 
munity, felt compelled to enforce their claim 
to superiority by a more obstinate assertion 
of its peculiar notions and a more rigid ob- 
servance of its standards. It is unquestion- 
ably due to this cause that the sentiment 
which in this State more than three-quar- 
ters of a century ago practically received 
its death-blow with the killing of ALExXAN- 
DER HAMILTON still survives in Virginia in 
so Offensive and vulgar a form. 

There is, however, one very decided indi- 
cation of the approaching decay and ulti- 
mate disappearance of this irrational and 
false public opinion, and that is the increas- 
ing rarity of killing in duels. ‘Time was 
when a duel was literally a mortal combat; 
when the antagonists went to the field of 
honor with the intention and expectation 
that one or other of them would be left there 
dead or wholly disabled. Under these gon- 
ditions dueling was unreasonable, but it 
compelled respect of acertain kind for those 
who practiced it. They acted up to the 
principle that an insult was so serious 
a thing that nothing but the death of 
the offender or offended could put it at 
rest. But nowadays in Virginia there is or- 
dinarily less danger in dueling than in rail- 
road traveling. Men stand opposite each 
other and blaze away for a half-hour in en- 
tire security for both, and then they shake 
hands and go home. That there is much 
satisfaction in this way of doing things is 
clear, but it is not what was meant by the 
‘‘satisfaction of agentleman”’ in other days. 
A custom which is cruel, barbarous,. and 
blood-thirsty in its apparent purpose cannot 
long survive after it has become harm- 
less and ridiculous. All the homilies of all 
the moralists would never do so much to 
break down dueling as the spectacle of Wisk 
and RImmpDLEBERGER and a dozen other 
fierce devotees of the code walking about 
the streets, after numerous encounters, un- 
harmed. The tragedy which degenerates 
into a broad farce cannot long ‘‘hold the 
boards,’’ and if public sentiment in the 
South do not become too enlightened to tol- 
erate dueling, it will before long become too 
sensitive to the amused contempt with which 
the present. practice of the code is every- 
where regarded. 


SERGT. MASON’S CASE. 


The indefinite suspension of the order ap- 
pointing a general court-martial to meet at 
Washington Barracks for the trial of First 
Sergt. Jonn A. Mason, of Battery B, Sec- 
ond United States Artillery, who shot at 
GUITEAU, was presumably due to the ac- 
cumulation of many special duties at that 
time upon those officers and enlisted men 
who might be concerned in the proceedings 
of the court. All the important witnesses, 
in fact, are still on duty guarding GurTEAv, 
and are likely so to remain until his fate is 
sealed, while the Yorktown ceremonies ab- 


‘sorb the attention of most other officers 


in and around Washingtan, and _ the 
division head-quarters have direct  su- 
perintendence of the military part 
of those ceremonies. The Yorktown 
celebration, however, will soon be over, 
while it would. be easy to arrange any re- 
quired tours of jail guard duty in sucha 
way as to permit the attendance of the mili- 
tary witnesses before the court-martial on 
the days most convenient. But now other 
hindrances may be suggested to some per- 
sons in the announcement of the long-ex- 
pected change of station in the artillery regi- 
ments. The Second, it is true, does not 
transfer, but only one officer of Mason’s 
regiment was appointed on his court. Part- 
ly, perhaps, in order not to _ interfere 
with the guard duty and_ possible 
emergencies of the garrison at Washington, 
but chiefly, no doubt, in order to remove all 
suspicion of partiality in the trial of Mason, 
the detail for the court was made up wholly 
of officers not on duty at the barracks. The 
President is Lieut.-Col. H. BR. Miznxn 
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Tenth Infantry. ‘Tho other officers are Capt. 
Wrvpricr, Third Artillery; Capt. Hasxrn, 
First Artillery; Capt. Crare,; Tenth Infant- 
ry; Capt. Ramsay, Second Artillery; Capt. 
LANCASTER, Third; Lieut. Wo.cort, Third, 
and Lieuts. Buiiss, HARMON, and RvussELu, 
First—the latter being Judge-Advocate. 
But as soon as practicable after the 1st of 
November, the Third Artillery is to remove 
from New-York to Georgia, Florida, and 
other points at the South, exchanging with 
the Fifth, while the First is to go from New- 
England and other points on the Atlantic 
sea-board to the Pacific coast, exchanging 
with the Fourth. 


This change, however, really need not 
make the delay of an hour in the trial of 
Sergt. Mason, since any required alteration 
could easily be effected in the composition 
of the court, or any of its members who 
may be affected by the change of station 
could easily delay in joining their com- 
mands. For the good name of the Army, 
nd in the interest of discipline, it is desir- 
able that the trial of Mason should not be 
postponed iny longer than is necessary. In 
this country there has always hitherto been 
a remarkable and well-deserved reliance on 
the Army as the guardian of order and the 
supporter of law under all circumstances. 
Everybody remembers the absolute confi- 
dence reposed in the regulars a few years 
since during the railroad riots. In some 
communities there was a strong element of 
sympathy with the strikers, and it might 
have been argued that the enlisted men of 
the Army would naturally side with this 
element. But there was never the slightest 
anxiety in regard to their performance 
of their duties, whatever might be their 
views of the justice of the _ strike. 
Hence the value of having a force of 
regulars at moments of intense public 
excitement, instead of depending wholly 
upon Militia who might be carried away by 
that excitement, as was the case with some 
Pennsylvania organizations, was urgently 
maintained at that time. The same point 
had been made obvious during the enforce- 
ment of the reconstruction measures at 
the South just after the war. It was 
never doubted that many of the rank and 
file were not naturally in political accord 
with the Republican majority in Congress, 
which provided the laws. Still, nobody ex- 
pected any soldier of the regular troops to 
waver in his cheerful and hearty obedience 
to orders while on service at the South, how- 
ever distasteful may have been the duty im- 
posed upon him, 


When, therefore, Sergt. Mason, one of 
the guard detailed to hold the assassin of the 
President in the safe-keeping of the law 
against the angry passions of the people, 
violated the confidence placed in himas a 
soldier of the regular Army, he struck a 
blow at the traditions of that Army, and seri- 
ously undermined its most cherished reputa- 
tion. Itis this fact which renders it neces- 
sary for the Army to ascertain, as soon as 
possible, the exact facts of this affair, and 
to mete out the punishment for the offense. 
The Army, as a whole, ought to derive an 
impression of the gravity of the crime from 
the earnestness with which it is investigated 
and punished; while the necessity of remov- 
ing the stigma which has been fastened upon 
it in the public estimation is too urgent to 
be subordinated to any slight matter of offi- 
cial or personal convenience. 


It has been publicly asserted that Mason 
was not alone in his undertaking—that there 
was a general understanding among the men 
of his battery that Gurrgau should be killed 
by them. According to one statement, some 
of them were to have arranged to fire at the 
detested assassin in a body, thinking that in 
that-way they would be sure to kill him, 
while his death could not be fixed upon any 
of them. It is to be hoped that there is no 
truth.in this story; but it is important in 
that case to show its falsity. On the other 
hand, it has been alleged that Mason’s mind 
was somewhat disordered by ap illness, and 
this can have obscured his appreciation of 
the crime he was about to commit. If this 
should beztrue, by all means let us have the 
benefit of having it proved, and of the re- 
sulting vindication of the Army, as soon as 
possible. 

There is an additional reason why the 
trial of Mason should promptly proceed, in 
the fact that‘the preliminaries of GurrEav’s 
trial have already begun. _It is conceivable 
that through gome unexpected mesh of the 
law GuiTEAv’ might escape the fate now be- 
lieved to be hanging over him. In that case 
there would be a momentary reaction of 
regret that what:the law had failed to do had 
not been accomplished through Mason’s 
lawlessness. Should the military trial be 
then still unfinished, there would probably 
be another outbreak-of that unhealthy senti- 
ment which a month ago sought to make a 
hero of Mason, circulated petitions urging 
his promotion to a Lieutenancy, and began 
the collection of subscriptions with which to 
provide him with astute counsel. If such 
a demonstration in his favor should in any 
way relieve Sergt. Mason from the penalty 
naturally attached to his violation of the 
Articles of War, the effect on the discipline 
of the Army would be: disastrous, and its 
reputation as the safeguard of law and order 
in all exigencies would be destroyed,

And _ there 
would probably have been almost as much 
turmoil as we now seein Ireland. But there 
is something autocratic in the arbitrary ap- 
prehension of a free citizen of Great Britain 
on a warrant from the Secretary of State for 
Ireland. Such a thing would be impossible 
in this Republic in time of peace. And it 
must be admitted, even by those who have 
no sympathy whatever with the “Irish 
cause,’ whatever that phrase may mean, 
that it is difficult for an American to under- 
stand, even after diligent study of the Coer- 
cion act, how a British subject, against whom 
no complaint has been made, and who does 
not stand indicted for any offense, can be 
thus summarily deprived of his liberty. 


lf this arbitrary proceeding was intended 
to put astop to agitation and turbulence by 
violent means, the effect has been exactly 
the opposite of what wasexpected. Ireland 
has not been for many yearsso nearly on the 
eve of an insurrection as at the present time. 
The arrest of the Land Leaguers was the 
spark dropped in a scattered field of com- 
bustibles. The flames are spreading, and 


_ there is no knowing where they will stop. 


The Government was at once obliged to sup- 
press the indignation meetings which fol- 
lowed as a matter of course. Riots are 
of constant occurrence in the large towns 
and cities of Ireland. The populace come 
into collision with the Police and the mili- 
"tary. The military forces in Ireland are 
being reinforced, and many Army officers 
are being sworn in as magistrates. Every 
act of violence that results in the wounding 
or death of an Irishman adds fuel to the 
flames, and, unless the rising excitement is 
stayed, the entire island will shortly be in a 
turmoil, to quiet which nothing short of a 
declaration of martial law will be sufficient. 
In that event, arbitrary arrests may become 
the rule. The incidents of the past week 
will be forgotten in the rapid march of more 
momentous events. 


. 


We must not forget, in contemplating the 
confusion that has been wrought by this un- 
expected course of the British Government, 
that the decisive step was not taken without 
anxious deliberation and unanimous concur- 
rence on the part of the Cabinet. It is 
scarcely credible that so radical a departure 
from the course of the Government toward 
the Land Leaguers could have been taken 
without foreseeing the consequences. Nev- 
ertheless, how the British Government 
is to extricate Ireland and the Irish 
from the present threatening condition 
of affairs, without precipitating a small 
revolution, it is not easy to see. Of 
course, nothing now can hasten that 
separation of Ireland from England, 
which has been, from the first, the 
inspiring cause of the agitation. Mobs 
in Dublin and Liverpool, encounters be- 
twixt the Police and the people, and the 
hateful presence of the military, will all 
delay that peaceable establishment of Irish 
nationality which the Home Rulers have 
wrought for and the Land Leaguers have 
viewed—far above their purposeful agita- 
tion against the Land laws. If the excite- 
ment rises much higher, there will be overt 
acts of rebellion, martial law, repression. 
If it dies out, it will only be when the Land 
Leaguers are released, and when the British 
Government is ready to show that the limit 
of concession had not been reached. 


A RAILWAY NUISANCE. 


There are many different kinds of tor- 
mentors to which travelers in American rail- 
way cars are delivered up. Not to mention 
the conductor who wakes the traveler in 
the sleeping car in the middle of the night to 
demand his ticket, the brakeman who slams 
the door and yells asif he had milk for sale, 
and the peripatetic news, candy, and pea-nut 
boy, there are various kinds of traveling tor- 
mentors who have apparently no connection 
with the railway companies. Opinions may 
differ as to whether the man who chews 
tobacco, the man who whistles, or the man 


‘who eats pea-nuts is the worst offender, but 


it will be unanimously agreed by all intelli- 
gent sufferers that the man who reads a 
newspaper aloud is decidedly the most mad- 
dening of all traveling tormentors, 


The wretch in question 1s of uncertain 
age. Sometimes he is a young man and 
reads accounts of prize-fights and murder 
trials to an accomplice of few years and no un- 
derstanding whatever; sometimes he is mid- 
dle-aged and reads political speeches to a 
companion who shares his political views 
and his lack of decency, and sometimes he 
isan old man who reads the whole news- 
paper, with the exception of the advertise- 
ments, and relies on his gray hairs to save 
him from the vengeance of the public. Read- 
ing aloud ina railway car is, like falsehood 
or theft, the crime of no particular age, and 
any person who can read words of three syl- 
lables and is devoid of moral sense may be- 


long words, and as to many simple and com- 
mon words his ideas of pronunciation are 
extremely vague. He always calls the ‘‘ the- 
atre’’ the ‘‘ theayter,’’ and is morally certain 
to pronouuce “‘ national’’ asif it were ‘‘ nay- 
tional.’’ Of course, he is utterly shameless, 
or he would never attempt to read aloud m 
the presence of fifty or sixty inoffensive peo- 
ple, but it is really wonderful that he should 
be willing to make the exhibition of his ig- 
norance of the English language which he 
habitually makes. 


In the rare cases where he does know how 
to read with comparative ease, the effect 
upon his helpless listeners is rather worse 
than it would be were he to stumble at every 
other line. His accomplice is sure to be un- 
able to understand rapid reading and always 
requests the reader to ‘‘just read that over 
again, won’t you?’ As between a man who 
reads badly and a man who.reads well, but 
repeats the offense indefinitely, there is little 
to choose, but, inasmuch as the sufferer can 
partially relieve his mind by despising the ig- 
norance of the former variety of wretch. he is 


perhaps a trifle less offensive than the latter. 

The most disgusting features of this 
crime of reading aloud on the railway 
is the fact that it prevents anybody else 
from reading. The ordinary male traveler 
likes to read his newspaper on the morning 
train, but it is impossible for him to read 
while within a few feet of him another man 
is reading aloud. In vain does the sufferer 
try to fix his mind on a pleasing snake 
anecdote in the Sun, or an account 
of a polo-match in the Herald. The 
droning wretch just behind him insists 
upon struggling through an entire leading 
article in the Trijune—which paper, curi- 
ously enough, is the favorite sheet of such 
malefactors—and the sufferer 1s compelled 
to listen. It is useless to turn around and 
look severely at the offender. Either the 
latter is wholly absorbed in contemplating 
current events as seen through Ohio specta- 
cles, or else he accepts the indignant looks 
cast upon him as so many tributes to the 
surpassing interest of his performance. He 
reads serenely on until the journey is ended, 
and he then folds up his Tribune with the 
air of a man who is a public benefactor. 

It is difficult to know whatto do witha 
nuisance of this kind. In Europe when a 
man begins to read a newspaper ina rail- 
way carriage his fellow-travelers usually 
kill him and throw his body out of the car- 
riage window, and as the compartment of a 
railway carriage never holds more than eight 
persons, the number of avengers is so small 
that they can be trusted to keep the secret 
of the criminal’s disappearance. Our 
saloon cars, however, are 60 large 
that summary justice could not be 
meted out to an offender with any safety, 
since there would certainly be some one of 


the fifty or sixty occupants of the car who | 


would be mean enough to give information 
to the Police. Probably the only way in 
which the nuisance could be legally and ef- 
fectively suppressed would be a simultane- 
ous reading aloud of fifty newspapers by 
fifty aggrieved and determined men. If 
there resides in the soul of the man who af- 
fronts humanity by reading the Tribune 
aloud in public any remnant of shame, he 
would surely be reduced to silence by sucha 
concerted expression of public indignation. 
This method deserves to be thoroughly 
tried, and should it prove ineffectual it will 
then be time enough to gag the offender and 
to remove him, bound hand and foot, to the 
baggage car, where the baggage-master could 
be bribed to drop heavy trunks on him and 
to upset cans of kerosene over his clothes. 





Reform in the civil service, which will per- 
haps necessarily be of slow growth, ean be has- 
tened amazingly if men of experience, education, 
and character throughout the country will lend 
their influence to the movement which has re- 
ceived such animpetus, by tragic means, during 
the last Summer. All parties feel constrained to 
declare that they favor civil service reform, and 
the platforms of the recent Republican and Demo- 
cratic conventions in this State placed themselves 
squarely on this question. Platforms may mean 
little, however, while the deliberate association of 
men of character forthe purpose of giving effect 
to party pronunciamentos will serve an admirable 
purpose in keeping alive, and eventually extend- 
ing, the sentiment which is in danger of being 
crushed out by selfishness and greed of office. A 
step in the right direction {s one made in Connec- 
ticut. About fifty of the most prominent men in 
the State, representing both the leading po- 
litical parties, men who believe ‘‘that merit, 
and not mere party services, should determine ap- 
pointments to the minor officesin the civil admin- 
istration of the United States Government,” have 
united in acall for a meeting, to be held in New- 
Haven on Oct. 25, to take such steps as may be 
deemed expedient toward the formation of a Civil 
Service Reform Association. Among the signers 
of the call for this meeting are such well-known 
men as R. D. Husparp, Noauw Porter, Davin A. 
Wetts, LEONARD Woousry Bacon, Josern R. Haw- 
LEY, W. G. SuMNER, RoGcER AVERILL, ALVAN P. 
Hype, THroporeE D. Wootsey, and MARSHALL JEw- 
FLL. It is designed to organize a permanent associ- 
ation to support civil service reform.

Some of the factsin regard to the salmon 
business on the Pacific coast are very remarkable. 
The census has already given us about the total 
number of fish caught there in 1880, but now we 
have this year’s practical results in canned salmon. 
So far there has been shipped to Liverpool alone 
from the Columbia River, taken direct by vessels, 
286,660 cases, each case containing 48 pounds of 
salmon. Over one-half of the whole salmon catch 
goes to Liverpool from the Columbia; another 
portion is sent to San Francisco for inland dis- 
tribution. This quantity is estimated at 172,133 
eases. There are ships still to be loaded with 
salmon from Astoria, so that altogether, accord- 
ing tothe Sam Francisco Bulletin, the total catch 
on the Columbia River alone this season will be 
about 550,000 cases. But this business of canning 
salmon does not belong exclusively to the Colum- 
bia; there are many other rivers now having can- 
neries. This year the Sacramento River puts up 
200,000 cases; the Fraser River, 160,000; Skeena, 
Naas, and Klawat Rivers, 45,000; Puget Sound, 
6,000; Umpqua River, 14,000; Smith River, 6,000; 
and Eel River, 7,000 cases, or altogether there are 
very close on to a milifon cases put up on the 
Pacifico coast. Actually, by count, 48,000,000 pounds 
will beshipped. The question is, Will this abundance 
of salmon continue? Itis natural to suppose that 
in time, when the rivers are more disturbed, fish 
will diminish, but In the Columbia River, although 
the quantity of salmon taken has been immense, 
the decrease of fish has not been perceptible. But 
the salmon canners of the Columbia are by no 
means without fears that the salmon may not lessen 
in quantity, and, being wise men, have listened to 
fish-culture. Among themselves they have for the 
last three years been putting in young saimon at 
the head waters of the riverin order to make up 
for the taking of the adult fish atthe mouth. As 
to the rivers abounding in salmon orn the Pacific 
coast, we hardly think that half their richness has 
beer told. In time tocome this canning business 
will take a wider scope, and this will necessitate 
the discovery of other salmon rivers, where can- 
neries can be established, even if they are situated 


further north.

If the Church Temperance Society redeems 
one-half the promises that were made at the 
breakfast given to Mr. Granam the other day in 
rescuing inebriates and organizing the means of 
temperance reform, there will be many reasons for 
gratitude on the part of those who have the prog- 
ress of the cause at heart. Mr. GrRanam, who 
comes here as an organizer of parish and diocesan 
temperance societies vn the model of those ef the 
Church ef England Temperance Society, whose 
operations have once been fully explained in these 
columns, is a worker rather than a lecturer; and 
the movement will depend very little upon the 
efficacy of methods that have hitherto been popn- 
lar with temperance, or rather with total absti- 
nence, advocates; political combinations being 
avoided altogether, and lecturing and temperaace 
meetings, such as our experience is familiar with, 
regarded as secondary means. The great feature of 
the work is the combination of total abstainers and 
of those who hold the moderate use of alcoholic 
beverages to be by no means either unwholesome 
or reprehensible into one harmonious working or- 
ganization, minor differences of opinion being dis- 
regarded in view of the social ravages of excess. 
First and foremost, the plain and simple Scriptural 
view of the subject, without radicalism or rant, 
forms the basis upon which the society's organ- 
izers arge the necessity of reform. The plan 
is to found a local society in every par- 
ish, responsible to a central diocesan  or- 
ganization, of which the Rector {is ez officio 
presiding officer. Reading-rooms, coffee-houses, 
temperance tayerns, Workiag mon’s mutual pro- 


tective associations, &c., have beea among the 
principal agencies employed in Englaad to counter: 
act the influence of bar-roems and liquor saloons, 
The same methods are to be employed here. But, 
above all, special dependence will be placed upon 
the personal efforts of the members in seeking 
out and rescuimg inebriates, relievine Wang 
in their families, finding work for tbe an- 
employed, and exercising 2a vigilant = sur- 
yeillance over the well-being of the vork- 
ing classes. Pubdlic meetings, lecturty, clo- 
quence, and oratorical effort have their function 
in advancing the temperance causo. But, in the 
rature of things, if real success Is to follow the ef- 
forts of temperance advocates, it must be based 
principally upon the organization of agencies ta 
which very little attention has generally been paid. 
Solemn pledges, extorted from the poor heart 
broken inebriate in a momentof enthusiasm, of 
wrung from him in the throes of despair, are not 
apt to stand the test of the temptations that 
are sure to beset him when the reaetion 
comes. He must be guarded by sympathetic and 
tender hands, and upheld in his resolution by 
arms stronger than his own, or his pledge proves 
but a wisp of straw. It remains to be seen 
whether in this country total abstainers and mod- 
erate men can be fused into a common body en- 
gaged in a common crusade against the evils of 


excess.

As residents about the lower reservoir pari 
have at present good reason to know, the work of 
the Department of Public Works {is sometimes 
done in a manner the tardiness of which might 
well puzzle the citizen who pays taxes with 
the hope of seeing public business car 
ried forward with something like the commog 
sense methods that usually govern private enter 
prises. The sidewalk surrounding the park in ques- 
tion, which is a sort of macadamized pavement, 
has for many months been badly out of repair, and 
an eyesore to those who live in the vicinity, as well 
as to those whose daily occupations necessitate 
their passing by the park. Something over a 
month agothe Department of Public Works be- 
gan operations on the much-needed repairs, and 
workmen were kept busy for some days laying 
& new concrete pavement on the sidewalk 
on Sixth-avenue. The work was partially com<« 
pleted, the new pavemeat allowed to harden, 
and then suddenly, about a fortnight ago, 
the workmen were withdrawn and the repairs 
entirely suspended. Further than this, there are 
apparently no signs at present observable that 
the work is to be resumed in the near future, and 
the streets present the anomaleus appearance of 
a section of brand-new sidewalk. lying side by 
side with the aged and wornout pavement 
that in the Winter-time is especially dangerous, 
Commissioner THompson or his deputies have 
vyouchsafed to the public no explanation for this 
abrupt and mysterious cessation ot the necessar¥ 
repairs, and people who own valuabie property 
in the square are engaged in endeavoring to solve 
the problem of discovering the cause for the de 
partment’s inaction.

THE ITALIAN OPERA SEASON. 

Mr. Mapleson began his season last night a¥ 
the Academy of Music with a performance of 
Wagner's * Lohengrin,”” Miss Minnie Hauk’s per- 
sonation of Elsa, which has been received 
abroad with praise. is after all not her 
most felicitous character. Tnere is merit in 
it, as indeed there is in all Miss Hauk's 
work, but it is doubtfulif even her most ardent 
friends can claim that she is an ideal Elsa. The 
audience last night, which completely filled the 
Academy of Music, was co!d and undemonstrative. 
The performance was neither good nor bad, viewed 
in its entirety. The finale of the first act was 
quite distressing to a musical ear, but in the sec- 
ond act there was much that was positively ex- 
celient. Miss Hauk’s voice has not improved 
during her three years’ absence. Her upper 
notes seem thin, and she shows a tendency 
to avoid their use. Her stage presence was at- 
tractive. and she acted with more repose than wag 
expected, the result no doubt of her increased ex- 
perience. Her Elsa is, in a word, a fairly good per- 
formance, but it is not great. It can be witnessed 
without an emotion either favorable or otherwise. 
Miss Kalas made her American début as Ortruda, 
and under the circumstances deserves mederate 
praise for her representation of a difficult rdle. 
She showed dramatic ability, and her voice 
in the lower register is strong and of 
excellent quality. She is a decided ac- 
quisition to the Mapleson company, and may 
be expected to interpret other less exacting parts 
with success; for “ Lohengrin,” like all of Wag- 
ner’s operas, demands of the performers a combt- 
nation of the highest dramatic talent and equal; 
vocal ability. To most artists the musio 
is unsingable, ani it is, therefore, not surprising 
that on a stage of the size of the Academy of Mu- 
sic, with aheavy orchestra, Miss Kalas did not 
make much impression in the rdleof Ortruda. 
She is evidently an artist who has been well trained 
and understands how to sing. It was reserved 
for Signor Campanin! and Signor Galassi to 
make the pronounced suecess of the evening. 
Signor Campaazini’s ** Lohengrin” is well known as 
one of his most impressive characters. Itis the 
expression of the poetic idea that pervades the 
opera. He acts the part with noble grace and 
dignity, and sings his music with his cus- 
tomary artistic finish. He waa in good voice 
last night, and appeared to the best advantaza, 
Signor Galassi’s Telramondo was also a note 
able performance in every respect, and was 
recognized as such, but not even the superb 
singing and acting of these two artists, 
with the efficient aid of Signor Novara and 
Signor Monti, could infuse the requisite spirit, 
in the opera, and from first to last it was listened 
to with apathetic indifference. The chorus, on the 
whole, did pretty well, thougn there were some se- 
rious lapses, and the orchestra was noisy and) 
rough and seemed beyond control.

FRIEDRICH HAASE. 

Friedrich Haase, one of the most eminent 
and famous actors of Germany, made his appear 
ance last night at the Germania Theatre. A few 
years ago Herr Haase filled a brief and brilliant 
engagement in this City, an engagement which, 
nevertheless, hardly made him known beyond a 
limited circle of play-goers. His appearance at 
this time, when so many methods and qualities 
of artistic acting claim public attention, should 
arouse peculiar jnterest in his performance. Herr 
Haase comes to this country with a long and tri< 
umphant career benind him, and with the approval 
of the moat intelligent judgment of Germany. Hi 
art life has been singularly fortunate. Ludwig 
Tieck was his first instructor and master; 
Emil Devrient looked upon him with the 
favor born of sympathy, confidence, and 
admiration; although somewhat unpopulag 
at the beginning of his career in Weimar, he wom 
rapid success in the theatres of Berlin, Prague,! 
Karlsruhe, Frankfort, Munich, and St. Petersburg, 
and his popularity has never waned. He is cele 
brated for his versatility, and he is said te 
be unsurpassed in a certain line of mod 
ern characters. How justly Herr Haase hag 
been judged by his compatriots the Ameri 
ean public will take pains to discover; for his, 
engagement will extend through several weeks, 
and he will be seen in an abundant variety of parts, 
Some of his Shakespearean performances will cer- 
tainly be looked forward to with as much curiosi< 
ty as interest; his Hamlet, Richard, Shylock, 
and other Shakespearean characterizations .proba- 
bly represent the best contemporary conception and 
treatment of those parts from a German stand 
point. The art of this actor, if it is found to be « 
great and human and cosmopolitan art, will an< 
doubtedly appeal to the whole public, not alone ta 
the German residents. Herr Haase has excellent 
surroundings in the theatre directed by Herr Neu. 
endorff. He is assisted by many intelligent and 
good actors, and he appears under a manage. 
ment that is not given over to theatrical 
quackery. His performance last night was pro 
sented in “ Narcisse,” a play which is not un 
known here. It is the work of A. E. Brachvogel, 
and has been adapted to the English stage. The 
late Edwin Adams and the ponderous Bandmanag 
have been seen in it. It is a feverish, senti- 
mental, ecstatic sort of play, but interesting 
much as ‘The Stranger” is interesting. The char 
acter of Narcisse is an odd combination of sentk 
mentalism, passion, philosophy, cynicism, and 
bitter humor. It is the character of a lunatic, 
mado mad by despised love, with some of the 
worst elements of Hamlet, Rousseau, Schopen- 


hauer, and Jacques in his nature, desperate in his" 





impulses, and a weak creature of circumstances. 
The passion, the intellect, the lunacy, and the 
humor of this character present. it isnot difficult to 
see, an extraordinary basis for acting, and it is 
only acting of the finest grade in art that could 
touch it with success. An actor must seem either 
inspired or ridiculous init: he must animate and 
harmonize it with positive art or fall under its dead 
weight of mad-house sentiment and philosophy. 
The fine quality of Herr Haase’s art is easily ob- 
served in his performance of Narcisse; and vet this 
is not, in all likelihood, one of his best character- 
fzations. His treatment of the character is, it is 
true, reasonable and consistent; it is a treatment 
at once highly dramatic, intellectual, and poetic; 
it has extraordinary variety and rare ex- 
pressiveness in voice and action; but it 
fails conspicuously to touch tragic passion, and it 
thus leaves an impression that is not whol!y satis- 
factory. Herr Haase hasastriking stage presence; 
he is tall, graceful, and well made; he has bright 
eloquent eyes. As to his voice—the spirit of genius 
in acting—that is neither musical nor sonorous, and 
itis even harsh in the upper register, but the lower 
notes are admirable, and the acter employs them 
somewhat in the manner of Salvini with exquisite 
sweetness and flexibility. His habit of forcing 
his high voice, however, is a provoking fault, 
and one that shocks the ear; it is the knowl- 
edge that the note of irue passion is wanting in 
his register which probably leads Herr Haase 
into an occasional excess of rude vigor. In 
general the method ot Herr Haase cannot be too 
cordially commended. This method show 
all the signs of a good school and persistent train- 
ing. It is delightfully natural. On the whole, 
this first performance commands asmiration and 
jnterest, and indicates in what direction the great 
talent of Herr Haase lies. In certain modern char- 
acters he could hardly be surpassed.

THE QUIET FUNERAL SERVICE YES- 
TERDAY AT AURORA. 

THE PLEASANT HOME WHICH HAS LOST ITS 
OWNER—THRE MANY FRIENDS GATH- 
ERED IN THE CHURCH—CASTING FLOW- 
ERS UPON THE COFFIN—LAID BY HIS 
WIFE'S SIDE. 

Avrora, N. Y., Oct. 17.—All that was mor- 
tal of the late Edwin Barber Morgan was to-day 
laid away to rest in the little cemetery of this 
pretty village, within a few steps of the spot 
where as a boy he began his life work, and 
in the place where he preferred of all others to 
pass his days. It has been a sad day for the vil- 
lage. Its business has been suspended, and its 
peepie, great and small, have united in testifying, 
by their presence at church and grave, the love and 
respect they feltfor the man whose beneficent acts 
have been so well directed and long continued, 
and which remain as a moaument which shall long 
make his name beloved and cherished. The stranger 
who may visit Aurora cannot fail to hear the story 
of Mr. Morgan’s public-spirited beneficence, of his 
early industry, of his integrity, and of his success. 

The village stretches along the shore of Cayuga 
Lake, and is charmingly situated. In the main 
street, and near the railroad station, is the store in 
which his father conducted business for years and 
where Mr. Morgan learned correct business habits. 
Behind the store, on the lake shore, is the ware- 
house in which, before the days of the Cayuga 
Southern Railway, he collected grain from the farm- 
ing region hereabout and sent it to market by 
boat. Walking northward, one comes presently to 
a spacious house, built substantially of gray stone, 
standing in the midst of ample grounds and partly 
covered with vines. Any one will tell the visitor 
that these broad lawns, sloping to the water’s edge 
and vivid in their renewed greenness, wero his 
pride; that, with the exception of one or two 
eims, he planted all these thriving shade trees 


with his own hands, and_ that when 
lawn and trees had become beautiful fn their lux- 
urlance he welcomed every one to enjoy them.

DESIGHS FOR WALL-PAPER.

Under certain conditions, Messrs. Warren, 
Fuller & Co. offered forthe best designs suitable 
for wall-papers five money prizes—the first of 
$1,000, the second of $500, the third of $500, the 
fourth of $200, and a special prize of $200. Each 
design was to consist of three separate parts, the 
dado, the fleld, and the frieze, of course all parts 
to have a curtain unison of color and form. As 
judges of this competition Messrs. C. Herter, E. C. 
Moore, and Francis Lathrop were appointed. Yes- 
terday evening an exhibition of these designs took 
piace at the American Art Gallery, Madison-square. 
Some 46 designs were hung on the walls. In all 


wall-paper, owing to the peculiarities of manufac- 
ture, arising from the fact that the figures and 
colors are put onin biocks, and accordingly there 
can be no mingling of tints, a certain archaism, or 
conyventionalism necessarily exist. In the con- 
ditions of this competition, designers were re- 
stricted to 12 colors, which included gold and 
silver. With as many colors as these, of course ail 
effects of contrast were possible. 

It may be remarked that in the choice of a wall- 
paper there are many things which have to do 
with its judicious selection, as Mr. Clarence Cook 
has s0 well expressed it. The length, width, height 
of ceiling, presence of light in abundance, or its 
absenoe, effects of artificial light, and even furni- 
ture and carpets, have to be considered. The not- 
able change in fashion has been nowhere 80 evi- 
dent as in wall-papers. Whereas, 25 yearsago light 
papere, with the slightest ornamentations of gold 
were in vogue, we have to-aay run into the oppo- 
site extreme. Our decorators have for the last 
eight years been printing for us papers with 
opaque, ferne, and subdued colors, where all frank- 
ness of hue has been abandoned. Perhaps the wiser 
course would be to adopt something between the 
two extremes. so as to have the walis neither cold 
and glaring, nor dull and monotonous, The exhibi- 
tion of last evening brought out quite a number of 
clever designs, and with them an abundance of ex- 
ceedingly poor ones. Among the best were the 
following: One marked with the motto ‘ Vinna 
Tappa” was exceedingly pretty. Archaic fish 
swam amid sea-weed. In the field was a 
net, with blue, gleaming water. It might be 
esteemed a trifle theatrical and adapted for 
the boudoir of a Marquise de Moreu; one in 
arabesques of gold, with pineapple centres, re- 
Hevyed with white shells and biue and red studs, 
with the motto “ Ad ogni uccello sua mido é bello.” 
was richly, yet not glaringly. put together, and 
was excellent in effect. Another, with the 
motto “New Columbia,” of a bluish = green, 
with broken lines, and having in the dado 
fountains, with sea horses and dolphins en- 
twined, deserves to be noted for its general 
excellence. A design with ihis sensible motto, 
“A wall-paper must be a wall, not a pieture,”’ 
was fullof good design, but unfortunately hurt tn 
the dado by an ornament suggestive of a bastard 
capital to an imaginary pillar. “ Perseverance,” a 
motto to # Japanese paper, was in good taste and 
aS apenas asa Hakodadian could have made 
it. Though Imitation is the sincerest flattery, it is 
rarely as good as an original. Still this paper is 
the work of a very excellent designer, who has 
earefully studied his subject. A wall-paper 
of somewhat intricate pattern on a rich 
gold ground, recalling the Renaissance, was 
very attractive, and combined many good 
features. There were several papers sug- 
gestive of marine subjects, with star-fish and echi- 
noderms, but not showinx as much art or good ef- 
fects of composition, as in the first paper mentioned, 
One paper, with motto too high up to _ read, was 
certainly attractive. There were bunches of pea- 
cock and ostrich feathers, and under them, in the 
dado, yellow squares, and In the frieze a folded 
drapery. What after all is deserving of rpecial 
comment in these various designs was the breaking 
away fromthe usual commonplace s0 manifest in 
modern wall-paper.

CONYER WITH MR. COLEMAN. 

Ata meeting of the Citizens’ Street-cleaning 
Committee of Twenty-one held last week, Messrs. 
Jackson S. Schultz, Morris K. Jesup, Thatcher M. 
Adams, and D. Willis James were appointed a com- 
mittee “‘to call upon Mayor Grace and Commis- 
sioner Coleman to ascertain what progress has 
been made in street-cleaning, and the cost of the 
same; also, whether they contemplate any other 
or better plan than has been in vogue, and 


when the same is to be introduced.” Messrs. 


Schultz, Jesup. and James performed apart of 
their duties yesterday when the oF called upon Com- 
missioner Coleman and talked with him about 
street-cleaning maiters nearly three hours. The 
meeting was, of course, a private one. After the 
sub-committee had lett the Street-cleaning Com- 
missioner said to aTimes reporter that the princi- 
pal topic of discussion had been the pro- 
posed use of the sunken meadows at Hart's 
Island asa dumping-ground for street-sweepings 
and garbage. Maps of the meadows and diagrams 
of the rip-rap walls which are to be built around 
them were exhibited by Mr. Coleman, and ex- 

Jained in detail to the committee. The particu- 

ars of the project have already been published in 
Tur Times. Mr. Coleman pointed out to his visit- 
ors that by dumping ashes, &c., on these meadows a 
saving to the City would be ‘effected of $100,000 
per year. In addition to this direct saving in 
money, it was expected that from 20 to 25 acres of 
the sunken meadows would be reclaimed within a 
year and made very valuable property for the City 
to dispose of. Members of the committee asked 
when the Commissioner could begin dump- 
ing on the meadows, and Mr. Coleman replied 
that he hoped to be able to do so within 
four weeks—peasibly in 21 days. If matters were 
hastened, the contract for bu iding the necessary 
wall or crib could be given in 10 days, and in 11 
days more enough of the wali could be built to al- 
low dumping to begin. Mr. Coleman said the com- 
mittee expressed fears that there might be bad 
sinells from the ground thus made at Hart’s Island. 
The Commissioner assured them that no garbage 
was to be used in the filling, and hence there 
would be no smell, But even if, through careless- 
ness of employes, some garbage did get mixed 
with the dirt and ashes, any smell it might cause 
eould be quickly and entirely evercome by the use 
ot dead-ol! and quicklime. The Street-cleaning 
Department had filled in a goad deal of lana onthe 
North River for the Vanderbilts, and wheneverany 
bad smell had been detected it had been neutral- 
ized in that way. 

Talking of smells naturally brought up the sub- 
ject of the separation of ashes and garbage, and on 
this point Mr. Celeman said to the reporter he and 
the gentlemen of the committee were agreed that 
the law requiring different receptacles for garbage 
and ashes was not properly enforced, but ought 
to be carried out t» the letter. That this should 
be done was considered of the greatest necessity, 
Concerning the expenses of the Street-cleaning De- 
partment, Mr. Coleman explained to his visit- 
ors that, among other things, when 
he took charge the department was pay- 
ing a large number of men for ** trimming”? scows at 
the various dumping wharves. Now the work was 
being dene for nothing, and ina short time the 
Commissioner expected to find men willing to pay 
for the privilage, as they could make money out 
of the rags, old iron, tin, bottles, &c., found in the 
street-sweepings, It used to be the custom also to 
pay lot-owners for the privilege of filling up their 
lots. The City now received pay from the lot- 
owners, and a considerable sum bad already been 
turned in the City Treasury from this source. Re- 
garding street-cleaning matters in general, Mr. 
Coleman said the committee advocated strict 
economy, and expressed themselves ag pleased 
with the improvements made in the department. 
They were sensible men, and could readily under- 
stand that the present methods of street-cleaning 
could not be entirely changed ina day, and that 
such changes as were made must, in the nature of 
things, be gradual.

FIRE ON WARD'S ISLAND. 


Dr. Williamson, chief of staff of the Homeo- 
pathic Hospital on Ward's Island, discovered, at 
10:20 last night, that the kitchen ani laundry, a 
two-story buiiding 60 by 30 feet, in the rear 
of the middle wing of the hospital, was on fire; 
Alarms were sent to New-York and a fire engine 
on the island was dragged by hand to the fire and 


steam was got up. Water was not thrown on the 
flames for at least a quarter of an hour 
after the discovery of the outbreak, and 
the building was entirely destreyed before New- 
York firemer, who came by the Minnehanonok 
and the Ore Hundred and Ninth-street ferry-boat, 
arrived under the command of Chief of Battalion 
Withelm. A_ squad of policemer under Capt. Rob- 
bins, of the Twenty-third Precinct, was also on tho 


Island. The loss by the fire is $2, (00. Between the 


burned building and the middle wing, in which 
were the chapel and the store-room and linen- 


room, was a space of 25 feet and the fire did not 


cross it. Six hundred patients in the hespital were 
taken from their beds and removed to a place of 
safety, but at 11:30 they were all back in their 
wards. None of them were alarmed aud perfect 
order reigned.

BUILDINGS TO BE BLOWN UP IF THE WATER 


SUPPLY FAILS. 

The present threatenings of a water famine 
in this City have made the contemplation of poss!- 
ble large conflagrations a matter of serious anxiety 
and apprehension. With the 95,000,000 gallons’ daily 
call of this City upon its water-feeders for supply, 
and the 9,000,000 gallons which Commissioner of 
Public Works Thompson states to be the present 
flow into the reservoir, the outlook, if rain should 
fail for 23 days longer, is not flattering. The posi- 
tion of the Fire Department, with an {inadequate 
supply of water, would seem to be almost a help- 
less one. A reporter of THE T1MeEs called last even- 
ing on Assistant Chief of the Fire Department 
Shay. who said, in reply toinquiries: “It is true 
we have a good deal to fearin case of a giving 
out of water. The supply has beer getting poorer 
and poorer every year. In the fire last week 
at Thirty-second-street the great. treuble was 
the distance of most of the hydrants 
from the burning buildings, so that the water 
lost some of its pressure’ before it got 
to the nozzle of the hose in overcoming 

the friction. There ought to be more hydrants. 
The Croton reservoir is nothing for sucha City as 
this, where there is such an awful waste. They 
talk about the water used in tenement-houees., 
Why, Sir, a tenement-house with 40 fami- 
lies in it wont use as much waiter 
as one private house up town. There 
ought to be a big reservoir built. It would be bet- 
ter to empty the whole tank than to let a fire get 
controlin the City. We never ask to have the 
gates opened until the ordinary supply proves in- 


sufficient. We have a regular call for the gates, 
aud as soon as we need it we give the signal, but 
even then the water isn’t enough.” 

“How would the department work if the water 
supply should become exhausted during a contla- 
gration : Y? the reporter asked. 

‘There would be but one way to work then,” 
was the reply; “‘set the sappers to work to blow 
up the buildings in its path. Wehave a recularly 
drilied department of sappers and miners. Itis 
divided into four companies, composed of 
the Assistant Foremen of the whole service. 
We are thoroughly drilled in the use of 
high explosives. it is hard to caiculate how fara 
fire may leap. It all depends on the direction of 
tie wind. Dynamite cartridges would be placed and 
fired by electricity. Dynamite is safer than powder 
because a spark cannot ignite it. We have had 
trouble, however, in finding placex to store it. We 
wanted to place a magazine in Central Park but 
the Commissioners objected to it. We then tried 
to have ground given us in Washington Park but 
the City wouldn’t allow it, so we are obliged to 
keep our explosives in Laflin & Rand's floating 
mngazine off Jersey City. I suppose we 
coula get material to a fire in about an hour. 
There is a good dealto be said about blowing up 
buildings. It is almost impossible to arrest a fire 
without water, and there is bardly a building in 
New-York that bas not a fire in it somewhere, ard 
we would have to have water to put these out. It 
would be necessary to pull down a whole block to 
put out afirethat way. Firemen can’t work with- 
out water. This City is in danger every day till 
there is a bigger reservoir to supply it with water.”’ 

Speaking of the organization of the corps of sap- 
pers and miners, Fire Commissioner Van Cott said 
last evening that the idea was by no means 8 new 
one, although, in consequence of the present 
searcity of water and of the warning of Mr. homp- 
60n, it had been decided to put the corps in work- 
ing order at once. A law was passed by the Legis- 
lature in 1873 authorizing the Fire Commissioners 
to appoint an officer for the purpose of organizing 
and drilling such a corps, and steps were imme- 
cyately taken to comply with its provisions. Tke 
Commissioners sought an iaterview with Gen, New- 
ton, who recommended Prof. Strossinger for the 
post, The Professor bad been in the employ of the 
Government in the operations at Heli Gate, and was 
regarded as one of our most distinguished experts 
in the manipulation of explosive compounds, hayv- 
ing been especially intrusted with that department 
under Gen. Newton. The corps consisted of the 
assistant foremen of the firs companies, 67 men in 
all, divided into five companies, each under the 
command of a subordinate officer. Strossinger 
superintended the drilling and instruction of these 
companies until 1877, when he went to Europe and 
then accepted an engagement in South America. 
Although nominally in existence, the drilling and 
training of the corps languished after Strossinger 
abandoned his post. The warning of Com- 
missioner Thompson and the fact that lack of 
water pressure on the street hydrants has 
on more than one occasion recently seriously 
embarrassed the operation of the engines have, 
the Commissioner said, compelled the department 
to cast about for means of stopping the progress 
of a conflagration. It has now been arranged 
that 600 kegs of powder shall be always 
kept ready for the use of the department. 
In the meantime a special examination and regis- 
try of the water pressure in all sections of the City 
has been begun, each hydrant being carefully 
tested at various hours of the cay, and the pres- 
sure noted and recorded. In some districts water 
will not even flow from the hydrants, excspt 
under the suction of the engine. By establish- 
ing a systematic registry of this kind, a map show- 
ing the water pressure in any section of the City 
will be constructed and placed in the hands of the 
foremen of the companies for their guidance. 

President Gorman, of the Fire Department, said 
yesterday that if the present rapidly diminish- 
ing supply of water failed, in case of a large 
fire the department would use “‘the next best 
enemy to fire,’ and that was dynamite. “It 
is our duty to act promptly,’’ he added, “and 
adopt heroic measures. 
flames instead of pouring water onthem. Ifa fire 
gets away from us now we will have to fight it 
with dynamite, which to us firemen is water's 
twin brother.” After a consultation with Chief 
Eli Bates and Assistant Chief Charles O. Shay, yes- 
terday, President Gorman visited the Lafiin & 
Rand Powder Company, and arranged to have 
5,000 pounds of dynamite held in readiness for the 
use of the department at the powder company’s 
depot, off Black Tom's Island. The corps of sap- 
pers and miners will visit Black Tom’s Island to- 
day or to-morrow and practice taking dynamite 
out of the powder float.

_ KIREH ON THE BOTRNIA. 

It is believed that a bold attempt was made 
on Sunday nightto burn the steam-ship Bothnia, 
of the Cunard Line. The steamer arrived here 
on Wednesday, and sinee that time has been 
lying at her pier, No. 40 North River. 
On Sunday many people visited her. 
Among those who went upon the versel were two 
men who are now remembered with suspicion. It 


was after dark when they arrived, and the time 
of their departure isnot known. They asked for 
Boatswain Jackson, and when informed that 
he was sieeping, they sauntered aft. Soon there 
was acry of fire from that part of the ship, and 
a fierce flame shot up just abaft the main saloon 
on the port side. For a time great excitement 
prevailed on shipboard, but presence of mind and 
discipline among the crew soon suppressed tke 
blaze, and no material damage was done aside 
from the ruin of acarpet, which, while burning, was 
caught up, thrown overboard, and sunk. All man- 
ner of exaggerated runtfors were afloat yesterday 
touching the fire, and the ee of incendiarism 
was accepted as a fact. nief among the rea- 
sons quoted as establishing this theory was the dis- 
covery near the scene of the fire’s outbreak of 
four empty bottles, which on examination gave 
evidence of having contained highly inflammable 
It was turther stated that the carpets and 
the adjacent portions of the vessel! bore evidences 
of having bean saturated with gasoline or some 
other rapidly barning oil.

EVENTS IN THE METROPOLIS 


THE OITY DEMOORAOY. 
IRVING HALL NOMINATES JOHN M’KEON FOR 
DISTRICT ATTORNEY—LOCAL GOSSIP. 

The Irving Hall Democracy’s County con- 
Yention (branch of Tammany Hail) was again 
called to order yesterday by W. Burke Cochran. 
Among the delegates who occupied front seats 
were Sheriff Peter Bowe, Deputy Sheriff Alexan- 
der V. Davidson, ex-Assemblyman Peter Mitchell, 
ex~Alderman Nicholas Haughton, Justice Timothy 
J. Campbell, ex-Alderman John Stacom, James 
Degnan, Oscar H. Bogart, Charles W. Brooke, Jus- 
tice John Callahan, Mark Lanigan, John MoCool, 


Capt. W. B. Wallace, Joseph J. O’Donohue, 
and Alderman Jeremiah urphy, Edward 
Browne, of the Thirteenth Assembly District 
reported that a sub-committee of seven of the 
Committee of Twenty-four had conferred with a 
similar committee representing the Tammany Hall 
orvanization, and it had been agreed that Irving 
Hall should first accept Tammany’s nomination of 
John McKeon as the candidate of the united De- 
mocracy for the office of District Attorney. It was 
further agreed that Irving Hall should have tke 
right to nominate a candidate for Justice of the 
Marine Court and two candidates for Aldermen at 
Large. The sub-committees of seven had reported 
to the Committee of Twenty-four and the action 
of the former had been ratified by the latter. The 
report was accepted and the committee was eon- 
tinued. Justice Callahan then moved that the 
nomination of a candidate for District Attorney be 
proceeded with. Counselor Brooke arose and said 
he had been named for the District Attorney- 
ship, and after thanking tne delegates for 
tne honor of mentioning his name in 
ponnection with that of Mr. McKeon, he declined a 
nomination for himself. He sounded the praises 
of Mr. McKeon, and nominated him for the position 
which that gentleman held over 30 years ago. A 
rising vote was taken, and Chairman Cocbran an- 
nounced that Mr. McKeon had been nominated 
unanimously. 

At this point there was a commotion in the rear 
of the hali, and a delegate annonnoed that a com- 
mittee from Tammany Hall wasin waiting. This 
committee was invited to step forward, and as 
Police Commissioner Sidney P. Nichols, ex-Asem- 
blyman Maurice F. Holahan, George W. Plunkett. 
and ex-Justice Patrick G. Duffy, each pale, and 
With eyes fixed on the Chairman, marched down 
the centre aisle there was uproarious applause. 
When Commissioner Nichols attempted to speak 
‘he was invited to the platform. He said that he 
and his associates were a sub-committee from Tam- 
many Hall appointed to confer with a sub-commit- 
tee of Irving Hall upon a very important matter. 
The Chairman directed that the sub-committee al- 
ready appointed should retire for consultation 
with the Tammanyites. Ex-Assemblyman Mitchell 
moved that acommittee of five be appointed to 
wait upon Mr. McKeon and inform him of his nomi- 

ation by Irving Hall. The Chairman appointed C. 

. Brooke, Peter Mitehel!l, Edward Brown, Louis 
- Conlan, and Sheriff Peter Bowe as such commit- 

ee. 

Mr. Brooke offered resolutions of sympathy for 
Charles Stewart Parnell, which were adopted, Jus- 
tice Campbell remarking, by way of a climax, 
“That's the sentiment of the American people.’’ A 
letter from the Bar Association announcing that a 
committee had been appointed to consult with the 
Irving Hall and other organizations concerning the 
character and fitness of candidates for judicial 
nominations was read. Mr. Brooke moved that a 
committee be appointed to consult with the Bar 
Association’s committee, and Justice Campbell sec- 
onded themotion. The Chairman appointed upon 
this committee C. W. Brooke, Col. Michael C. Mur- 
phy, Louis D. Conlen, Peter Mitchell, and W. F. Pe- 
torshoff. Upon motion of Alexander V. Davidson, 
the convention was adjourned until Thursday 
evening. 

The conference committees of both Tammany 
and Irving Hall held frequent meetings in the 
afternoon and evening. Much disappointment 
was visible upon the faces of many in the sidewalk 
crowds as candidates who had felt confident of a 
nomination were at length satisfied that they were 
to be thrust aside. From all that could be learned, 
{t seemed to be almost certain that Tammany will, 
in the County Convention to-day, nominate for one 
of the Justices of the Marine Court John H. Har- 
nett, and that Irving Hall will present James Flynn, 
a School Commissioner, as the other candidate. 
For one of the Aldermen at Large Tammany;will, it 
is said, name ex-Alderman George Hall. Asno one 
else seemed to covet a nomination for Alderman 
on the County ticket, it is yet a matter of doubt 
who will be joined with ex-Alderman Hall. Irving 
Hall will offer up ex-Aiderman Nicholas Haughton 
as a sacrifice, but is undecided who shall be coupled 
with him in the nominations for Alderman at Large. 
As Irving Hall lays no claim to the Coronership, 
Tammany will choose elther Dr. Phillip Merkle or 
Dr. J. B. M. Messemer. 

The Tammany Hall Committee eon Organization 
met yesterday afternoon and appointed a commit- 
tee of one from each Assembly district to confer 
with a like committee to he appointed by Irving 
Hall on the district nominations. The committes 
consists of ex-Police Justice Duffy, Alderman 
Slevin, John Bush, John J. Towle, Henry A. Gum- 
bieton, Matthew J. Patton, George Hall, Fire Com- 
missioner Gorman, Congressman-elect Dugro, Al- 
derman Sauer, Maurice F.. Holahan, L. Lowenstein, 
Jobn Kiley, Michael J. Dougherty, F. B. Spinola, 
George W. Plunkett, ex-Coroner Croker, P. A. Ma- 
ginn, James A. Flack, James J. Martin, John Mc- 
Quade, A. J. White, and Fire Commissioner Pur- 
UR The time for the conference has not yet been 

xed. 

The Democratic County Convention, under the 
auspices of Commissioner Hubert O. Thompson, 
ex-Mayor Cooper, Corporation Counsel Whitney, 
and others opposed to Tammany Hall, wili be called 
to order to-day. It was decided yesterday among 
the leaders that John McKeon shall be nominated 
for the District Attorneyship, and thus 
Tammany’s nomination will practically be in 
dorsed by the avowed enemies of that organ- 
ization. The following gentlemen will be 
named for the offices of ‘Justices of 
of the Marine Court; Robert A. Van Wyck, Adolph 
L. Sanger, Charles D. Ingersoll, and Randolph B. 
Martine, and out of these two will probably be 
selected. Mr. Martine is a member of the Tam- 
many General Committee, but is looked upon with 
favor by the County Democracy. The convention 
will permit the Oswald Ottendorfer German Dem- 
ocrats to choose the candidate for Coroner, and 
this will likely be the present Coroner, Moritz 
Ellinger. Dr. August Frech, Dr. Theodore Mier- 
son, and Dr. Louis Shuck are also candidates. 
For Aldermen at Large a selection will be made 
from the following names: Alderman Bernard 
Kenney, Henry QG. Autenreith, ex-Alderman Robert 
Hall, Robert B. Roosevelt, and George W. Me- 
Lean. The two first mentioned will doubtless 
secure the nominations. A Surrogate will also be 
nominated, and choice will be made between 
Judge David McAdam, Charles A. Jackson, and E. 
Ellery Anderson. As the question of the present 
Surrogate’s term of office is still in the courts, it 
was deemed a safe thing to make a nomination for 
shia office. Tammany will, it is believed. also nom- 
inate a Surrogate, and its preference will be Mr 
Delano-C. Calvin, now Surrogate.

MONEY UNCALLED FOR. 
WHAT THE TREASURY MAKES BY UNPAID 
MONEY ORDERS. 


A dispatch from Washington printed in THE 
Times of Sunday last announced that there is up- 
ward of $1,750,000 in the New-York Post Office, the 
result of accumulations from money orders unpaid 
since the system wes originated, and that at the 
next session Congress will be asked to cover this 
money into the Treasury. Regarding this great 

fund Postmaster Pearson said yesterday that there 
was an important error in the statement. The 


Amount named, $1,750,000, represents the accumu- 
lation of unpaid money orders from all the Post 
Offices in the United States, and was not “in the 
New-York Post Office,’ but in the Treasury at 
‘Washington. The postal money order system was 
begun in 1863, sothat the accumulation has aver- 
aged about $100,000 a year for the entire coun- 
try. About three-eighths, perhaps one-half, 
of the whole amount was accumulated 
in the New-York Post Office from orders 
mare payable here. Orders remain unpaid from a 
variety of causes. Sometimes the person to whose 
credit the order is drawn never calls ferit, because 
he has not received any letter of advice informing 
him that the money has been sent. Persons do not 
receive these letters because they may have gone 
to another city, they may be dead, or in 
prison, or in a lunatic asylum. Sometimes 
and not unfrequently the senders of the money for- 
get or in ignorance omit to send the “ order” on 
which the money is to be drawn, and keepit asa 
sort of receipt, and having no cause or necessity 
ever to cemmunicate further with the prayee, 
neither ever hears anything further as to the matter. 
{n every instance where itis possible the unpaid 
money orders are returned to the senders, but it is 
not always possible to discover them. because they 
too; are frequently travelers or itinerant persons, 
and no-clue as te their identity or whereabouts can 
be found at the towns from which their orders 
are sent. From time to time the ascumulations are 
paid over to the Treasury by the Postmusters, and 
the total sum stands to the eredit of the Post- 
master-General. 


SUIT AGAINST TIFFANY & CO. 
Edward T. MeGauran, who was employed 
by Tiffany & Co., being about to leave that corpo- 
ration’s employment, was offered a large induce- 
mentto remain, which he accepted. He isnow 
vaing Mr. Charles L. Tiffany and his associates in 


the corporation ef Tiffany & Co. He says that the 
fefendants agreed that if he would stay im their 
service they would allot him $44,000 of the corpo- 
ration’s stock, and give the shares to him as soon 
1s it had been paid for by accrued dividends, 
and $1.000 a year to be deducted from his salary.

ON THE WAY TO YORETOWN. 
ARRIVAL OF THE GOVERNOR OF MASSACHU- 
S8ETTS AND OTHER VISITORS. 

Gov. Jobn D. Long, of Massachusetts, ar- 
rived in this Clty from Boston yesterday afternoon, 
on his way to Yorktown. He was accompanied by 
his staff and a number of prominent civic officials 
of Boston. The First Corps Cadets, M. V. M., 
acted as an escort to the party. The Governor’s 
staff comprised Adjt.-Gen. A. Hun Berry, Assistant 
Adjt.-Gens. Isaac F. Kingsbury, Edward H. Has- 
kell, and John 8S. Lockwood; Inspectors-General 
Edmund H. Hewins and Morris Schaff; Quartermas- 


ters-General Samuel P. Train, Jemah P. Jordan, 
and Benjamin S. Lovell: Aides-de-Camp William O, 
Fiske, Edward T. Bouvé, and Augustus P. Martin; 
Col. William M. Olin, Military Secretary, and Act- 
ing Surgeon-General William L. Richardson. There 
were also in the party, representing the State de- 
partments, Messrs. Charles R. Ladd, Charles Endi- 
cott, Rodney Wallace, Rufus D, Wood, M. J. Flat- 
ley, M. H. Cushing, Joseph Davis. M. D. Spauld- 
ing, Charles F. A. Francis, the Hon. Robert R. 
Bishop, President, and S. N. Gifford, Clerk of the 
State Senato; Speaker Charles J. Noyes, of the 
State House of Representatives; State Senators 
Jobn B. Martin, Starkes Whiton, and Charles H. 
Allen; Messrs. Andrew Bullock, H. M. Coney, B. 
L. Fifield, Hiram Curtis, A. G. Jewett, A. B. Mc- 
Gahey, Hamilton A. Hill, and William Cogswell, of 
the State House of Representatives; Col. Solomon 
Lincoln, Jr., Yorktown Centennial Commissioner 
from Massachusetts; Chief of Police Rufus R. 
Wade, the Hon. Alanson W. Beard, Collector 
of the Port of Boston; Mr. Benjamin Lin- 
colm, representing the Society of the Cincinnati, 
and the following officers of the State Militia: 
Brig.-Gen. Hobart Moore and Adjt.-Gen. Solomon 
Bolster, First Brigade; Brig.-Gen, Eben Sutton and 
Adjt.-Gen. Abbot Lawrence, Jr., Second Brigade. 
All the Governor's staff and other militarv officials 
were in full-dress uniform, .The First Corps of Ca- 
deta paraded 169 men and officers under command 
of Lieut.-Col. Thomas F. Edmands. Its uniform 
consists of white frockooats, with light blue facings: 
black body belts, with one cross belt: light blue 
trousers, with white cords running down the outer 
seams, and skakos similar to those worn by the 
Eighth and Ninth Regiments of this City. 

The train bearing the visitors arrived in the 
Grand Central Depot at 3:45 o'clock. The distin- 
guished party was met at the exit from the depot 
by Lieut.-Col. Frothingham, of the Twenty-third 
Regiment, who lead the way to Fifth-avenue, 
where the Twenty-third was formed in line. 
The latter. Col. Josiat N, Partridge command- 
ing, left its armory in Brooklyn at 2 o'clock, 
and marched to the South Seventh-street ferry, 
from which a special boat conveyed the regiment 
to the toot of East Thirty-fourth-street. Line was 
formed, with 10 companies of 20 files front, and the 
command marched to First-ravenue, thence through 
East Thirty-eizhth-street, giving a marching salute 
to Mayor Grace at his residence. Halting at Fifth- 
avenue and _ Forty-second-street, the regi- 
ment remained until the arrival of the Boston 
party. Gov. Long, Mayor Grace, and Adjt.-Gen. 
Berry, in a@ coach drawn by four 
horses, headed a train of 14 — carriages 
containing the Massachusetts officials. They drove 
from the depot down Fifth-avenue, passing the 
Twenty-third Regiment, which presented arms and 
halted along the curb allowing the Cadets, who 
were equalized in four companies of 16 files, to 
march by. The latter then formed line and pre- 
sented arms as the Twenty-third passed down the 
avenue. The Cadets next fell into line in the 
rear of the Twenty-third, ana, followed by 
the carriages of the distinguished guests, 
the troops marched to the Cortlandt-street 
ferry. The line of march was. through 
Fifth-avenue to Fourteenth-street, to Broadway, to 
Cortiandt-street. The Twenty-third Regiment 
halted at the latter street, and, forming line, pre- 
sented arms, while the Massachusetts party passed 
into Cortlandt-street, after which it returned to 
Brooklyn. Upon arriving in Jersey City the Cadets 
stacked arms in the square and wentto supper in 
the Windsor Hotel. The party left for Washing- 
ton goon after 10 o’clock. They expect to ar- 
rive at the capital about 10 o'clock 
this morning. Marching to the National Hotel, 
the party will have breakfast. after which they will 
be formally received by the Washington Light In- 
fantry. Underthe escort of the latter they will 
march to the wharf, where the steamer Empire 
State Is lying, by which they will be conveyed to 
Yorktown. The Cadets will remain on board the 
steamer during their sojourn in Yorktown. The 
party will leave Yorktown on its return on Thurs- 
day, and will reach this City about 3:30 o’clock the 
next afternoon. It willbe met at the Cortlandt- 
street ferry by the Seventh Regiment, by which it 
will be escorted to the armory of the latter, where 
a collation will be in readiness for both commands, 
The Cadets will leave this City for Worcester, 
Mass., at 10:20 o’clock on the same day. 
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ACCIDENT IN A DRY-DOCK. 
THE STEAM-SHIP CRESCENT CITY CAPSIZED 
AND A WORKMAN KILLED. 

At the New-York Floating Dry-deck Com- 
pany’s sectional dock at the foot of Clinton-street, 
yesterday, the Pacific Mail steamer Crescent City. 
formerly the Massachusetts, careened to port and 
crushed to death John Hart, an employe of the 
dock company, and slightly injured three other 
men. The Crescent City behaved in the same man- 
ner when in dry-dock four years ago, but no one 
was injured and no appreciable damage was done. 
Her hull is sharp and V-shaped from her keel to 


near the water-line, so that she {is liable to list over 
when empty and not heavily ballasted. She had 
little ballast and no heavy equipments or furni- 
ture on board yesterday when the accident 
occurred. The Crescent City went to the dry-dock 


on Friday to be overhauled and have her bottom | and is as steady as a clock.” 


cleaned and painted. She was to have left the 
dock at 5 o’clock yesterday morning to go to the 
Pacifico Mail Steam-ship Company's dock, at the 
foot of Canal-street, to be fitted up and receive her 
cargo. Notime was to be lost, as she was adver- 
tised to leave for Aspinwall on Thursday. Arrange- 
ments were made to have tugs ready to tow her 
inte the East River at 5 o'clock, and at 4:15 
o'clock the valves of the sectional dock 
were opened and the vessel floated. She was 
on a nearly even keel and apparently trim. 
The dock employes, under Foreman McCurron and 
Capt. Leman, commander of the Crescent City, 
waited in vain forthe tugs, At 6o0’clock the tide 
had fallen so much that it was feared the kee! of 
the steamer would touch tke floor of the sectional 
dock and cause her to list over, so orders were 
given to pump out the aock and propupthe steam- 
er. At7:30 o’clock there was a little water in the 
dock, but the Crescent City’s keel rested on the 
floor of the dock. She was being propped up by 
bilge and keel blocks by 12 men under the direc- 
tien of McCarron. Hart was about 40 feet from 
the stern, which was at the South-street end of the 
dock, on the port side elose to the second * box” 
of the dock. He was arranging a bilge block under 
the vessel and was in the act of putting in placea 
“cap’—a thick wedge to make the block fit 
tightly to the vessel—when the steamer careened 
over without any warning, and Hart’s head and 
shoulders were caught between the block and the 
bilge of the steamer. He died instantiy, and his 
body was afterward found in the water in the 
dock. Seven of his comrades escaped without in- 
jury, but McCarron and John Cusick, of Rutiers- 
place, received slight bruises, and Willfam Batler, 
of No. 880 Sixth-avenue, was badiv injured about 
the abdomen. Jobn Jones and Thomas Dunphy 
jumped into the Kast River and were rescued by 
boatmen. 

When the vessel careened over there was intense 
excitemert for some minutes. She was nearly on 
her beam ends. Her crew and the dock employes 
at first fastened strong hawsers to the dock south 
of her, and then further secured her by stronger 
hbawsers drawn taut through large capstans. An 
examination of the steam-ship revealed little 
damage. ‘here was 2 dent on her starboard side 
on the bilge 30 feet from the stern post, supposed 
to have been caused by a bilge block. Several 
small dents were found in the bilge on the port 
side. On board there wasa general Mixing up of 
kits and the little furniture and crockery that had 
been kept forthe officers and sailors, but no damago 
was done in the engine-room, although the fires 
were lighted and steam was up. As the tide rose 
the vessel righted, and at 4 o’clock she was towed, 
steam up, out of the dock and taken to the Canal- 
street pier. Just before she started Capt. Leman 
said that he did not consider that the vessel was 
damaged in the least, unless scratched paint could 
be considered damage. Mr. F. L. Hewitt, 
the Secretary of the dock company, said the acci- 
dent was a mystery to him, but it might be cleared 
up when the dock was pumped dry and surveyed. 
He claimed that the dock was not damaged, but 
several stanchions were broken and the floor of the 
dock appeared to be depressed in the middle and 
leaning to the north, Hart leaves a widow and 
four children. His body was taken to his home 
late yesterday afternoon by an undertaker engaged 
by the dock company. His brother was accident- 
ally killed at the same dock four years ago. 
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THE BUTTERMILK HILL MURDER. 
PATRIOK COLEMAN ON TRIAL FOR KILLING 
JOSBPH 8. BALDWIN. 

The trial of Patrick Coleman for the murder 
of Joseph S. Baldwin on the 3ist of August last on 
Buttermilk Hill, near Unionville, Westchester 
County, was begun yesterday in the Westchester 
County Court of Sessions at White Plains, before 
the Hon. 8. D. Gifford, County Judge, and William 
C. Howe ana James S. See, Assoelate Justices. The 
people were represented by Distridt Attorney Nel- 
son H. Baker, assisted by Mr. William Romer. The 
prisoner’s connsel were Francis Larkin and E. 


T. Lovatt. Having secured a jury, the court 
adjourned until 2 o'clock, when the Dis- 
trict Attorney opened the case for the people. 
The District Attorney had on the table before him 
the two unwieldy clubs which were found on the 
soene of the tragedy, the axe with a short piece of 
its handle still in it, the remainder of the handle, a 
bloody spade and saw. He said he should present 
a new theory as to the manner in which the 
murder was committed. His theory, and 
the one on which he should try the 
case, was that while Coleman was tem- 
porarily absent from the place where they 
were setting the posts, Baldwin had accidentally— 

rhaps while using it as a lever—broken the han- 

e of the axe, that when Coleman came hack to 
the nlace and feud the axe-handie. which ap- 
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peared to be a new one, broken, he had a quarrel 
with Baldwin, and, being possessed of a quick and 
violent temper, seized the axe by the portion of han- 
dle still remaining in it and struck Baldwin on the 
head with it, inflicting the fatai blow. The theor 
heretofore held was that the blow had been struc 
before the axe-handle was broken. The District 
Attorney laid particular stress on the fact that two 
hours and five minutes had elapsed between the 
time of the tragedy and the time Coleman reported 
it below the hill, which time, he would endeavor to 
prove, Coleman had used in concocting his story 
about two negroes committing the crime, com- 
posing himself, and fixing up the fence. 

The first witness was Albert M. Lyon, who was 
the first person who went after the murder to the 
scene of the tragedy, and he described how he 
found Baldwin lying dead on the ground and Cole- 
man standing near by wiping the perspiration from 
his face. Coleman told him that he was ata dirt 
cellar, some 700 feet away, when he first saw the 
fignt between Baldwin and the negroes. He 
did not notice how Coleman was dressed, 
but observed that he was in his shirt-sleeves. 
Willlam McLain, a boy who said he lived at No. 22 
Varick-street, New-York, but who was at Union- 
ville last Summer, testified to having gone up to 
the top of the hill with Mr, Lyon, the first witness, 
and corroborated his story, adding that Coleman 
had said when he was going to Baldwin’s agsist- 
ance one of the negroes shoos his fist at him and 
told him to come no further, or they would treat 
him (Coleman) the same way. They then ran off, 
Coleman said, in an easterly direction. 

Other witnesses having been examined, the case 
was adjourned till this morning.

NINETY MILES AN HOUR. 
A LOCOMOTIVE THAT IS EXPECTED TO BEA 
MARVEL IN SPEED. 

Standing in a ‘‘stall’’ in the round-house of 
the Pennsylvania Railroad, in Jorsey City, 1s an 
odd-looking lecomotive bearing the name “ Fon- 
taine.”’” The engine was constructed for speed, 
and, although it has not yet made {ts trial trip, it 
is expected that it will run at the rate of 90 miles 
an hour. The machinery instead of being below the 
medium line of the boiler is almost entirely above it. 
There are three pairs of driving-wheels, but only 
two rest on the rails. The third pair are on top of 
the boiler directly in front of the cab. These 
wheels are termed the “ main drivers,” and the 
power is communicated to them from the cylin- 
ders. The steam chests and cylinders are 
set at an angle of about 45 degrees, on 
the sides of the boiler, and the crank rods run 
up to the “drivers.’’ The lower driving-wheels 
are different-sized and are not connected. The 


rear wheels, which are only 4% feet in diameter, 
in the nomenclature of railroad men ure the 
**ponies.” The forward pelr are called the ‘lower 
drivers,” and are doubie. The main part of each 
wheel is 6 feet in diameter. Tho other part, which 
is a separate wheel, inasmuch as it does not come 
in contact with the rail, although in the solid 
casting, is known as the “friction wheel.” It 
is 44% feet in diameter, and is supplied with 
a steel tire the same as the others. 
The ‘‘main drivers’ stand upon the “friction 
wheels” and transmit the motive power to them. 
The large wheels ‘rolling upon the smaller ones 
give the speed. There isno gearing whatever. 
The “main drivers’? run in one direction, and 
turn the “friction wheels” and ‘lower drivers” 
in another. In orderto prevent the wheels from 
slipping, and thns losing motion, steam pressure 
is applied to the main drivers to hold them down 
upon the wheels beneath. The force can be Increased 
from the simple weight of the wheels to 16 tons 
at the will of the engineer, who is governed by the 
lengthof the train the locomotive may be draw- 
ing. The diameter of the truck-wheels under the 
front end of the engine is 40 inches. The usual 
size is 33 inches. Otherwise the ** Fontaine” does 
not differ materially from the ordinary locomotive. 
The whole affair weighs 388 tons. Some engines 
weigh 50 tons. The cylinders are 17 by 24 
inches in dimensions. The amount of steam carried 
when running is 150 pounds, The passenger en- 
gines on most railroads carry 140 pounds. The only 
striking feature of the “ Fontaine” to the eye is 
the general appearance. The presence of the ex- 
tra pair of wheels on top of the boiler has 
won for it the names ‘‘camel”’ and “grasshopper.” 
While the engine looks strange in comparison 
with others, it does not appear ill-proportioned. It 
is gay in paint and embellishments, and the smooth 
brass and iron parts are brightly polished. The 
engine was invented by Eugene Fontaine, a French- 
man, formerly a locomotive engineer, whose home 
isin Detroit, Mich. Itis the second one built, and 
was completed about a month ago. It was 
constructed at the Grant Locomotive Works 
in Paterson. The first engine is now 
running on the Canada Southern Railroad 
In May last it drew two coaches from Amherst 
burg to St. Thomas, a distance of 111 miles, im 98 
minutes. The entire run from Amherstburg to 
Buffalo, 235 miles, was made in 235 minutes, in- 
cluding stops for coal and water. Among thoseon 
board the train were William H. Vanderbilt and 
J. H. Rutter, of the Central-Hudson Railroad, and 
W. P. Taylor, General Manager, and W. E. Carroll, 
General] Superintendent of the Canada Southern. 

While areporter of THE Times was inspecting 
the engine in the round-house in Jersey City yes- 
terday afternoon a _ well-dressed, pleasant-faced 
man, who stood a short distance away smoking, 
was pointed out as the engineer. The reporter 
learned that bis name was Lorenzo H. Clapp, and 
that ne was formerly an engineer onthe Canada 
Southern. He said he would be glad to explain 
the peculiarities and merits of the engine, and told 
the reporter how the machinery was constructed 
and how it operated. He said the locomotive had 
been drawing a work-train on the Erie Railway for 
aweek past. It wasset at hard work to take the 
rough edges off the machinery. Engineer Clapp 
spoke of the engine as No. 2 and the one onthe Can- 
ada Southern as No. 1. He thought No. 2 superior 
to the other in some respects. He let it out two or 
three times on the road and attained a speed of 75 
miles an hour. The reporter asked how it behaved. 

‘“Itran like a bird and rode like a parlor car,” 
replied Engineer Clapp with enthusiasm. ‘I want 
to tell you,” he added, **that I can go faster on 
No. 2 than any man in the world.” 

“Isn't the danger increased by running fast?” 

“JT don’t think it is. The engine hugs the rail 


The reporter learned from Mr. Fontaine that the 
trial trip would be made in a very few days. No. 
2, if the expectations of the inventor are realized, 
will run between Jersey City and Philadelphia. 
The use of the engine for a year or so will be given 
to the railroad company. The costof the Fontaine 
engines will not be much more than that of the 
common style. 
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HAYNES & SANGER’S FAILURE. 

The failure of Haynos & Sanger, importers 
of woolens at No. 466 Broome-street, has occa- 
sioned much comment in the trade, especially 
among the ereditors, whom, it is said, they assured 
a few days ago that they were perfectly sound and 
were not going to fail. The firm had many friends 
in the trade. whe assisted them with eredits, loans, 
accommodation paper, and discounts. it appears 
that they were virtually carried for some time past 
by Pendle & Waite, who loaned them $35,536, 
which is still unpaid. Other parties gave 
the firm accommodation paper, of which 
there is $8,000 unpaid. When Mr. Cornish, 
the late senior partner, went out of the firm in May 
it was stated that his retirement was the result of 
his givin« firm notes for anindividual Hability. It 
was learned yesterday that he had been specu- 
lating in Wall-street, and had used the firm’s notes 


| to liquidate a claim against him by his broker, Mr. 


Henry T. Chapman, Jr., of No. 72 Broadway, 
amounting to $15,587 76. Mr. Chaprnan declined 
to give any particulars other than that he had ac- 
cepted these notes, had sold them to other parties, 
and had no interest in them now. It is not 
known how mueh Mr. Cornish lost in Wall- 
street. In Marek, 1880, It is stated by cred- 
itors that Cornish, Haynes & Sanger claimed 
a capital of $63.00). When Mr. Cornish 
retired from the firm, Haynes & Sanger claimed to 
have $35,000 capital. It was asserted that Mr. 
Cornish withdrew no capital, as he had already 
ovetdrawn to about $1,000, which was written olf 
at the time of dissolution. It was generally under- 
steod in the trade that Mr. Cornish was the 
capitalist of the firm, as the other partners had 
been employes until they were admitted in 1878. 
The suits against the firm on the notes given by 
Mr. Cornish are inthe names of Thomas K. Mar- 
cey, George H. Stayner, and Henry M. Needham, 
each for $3,396 94. The liabilities of the firm are 
about $155,000, and it is thought the assets will 
amount to about $80,000, consisting of stock, 
$5,000: outstandings, $€0,000; equity, unpledged
